NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
Our nute last week will have prepared our readers for the announce- 
ment we are enabled to make this week, that Lieut.-Colonel Goldsmid, 
D.A.A.G., has been offered and has accepted the important and highly 
responsible position of Director-General and Organiser of Jewish Colo- 


nisation in the Argentine. The scheme of Baron de Hirsch—like most colonisa- 


tion projects of a mixed philanthrovicind commercial character—has developed 


difficuities to be overcome only by the exhibition of vast resource and thost 


capable administration. Colonel Goldsmid has a rare combination of the 
powers which go far to ensure success. He has a profound love of his race,and 
an inspiring belief in its future combined with the capacity for command-which 
he comes with high position in the British Army. The ways of Providence 
are beyond human ken. Who knows but that the Exodus from~ Rugsia 
may yet lead to a modern Restoration after apparently aimless wandermgs. 


Colonel Goldsmid wrote years ago in our columns upon Jewish Colonisation 


in Palestine, he made a pilgrimage to the Holy Land and he has been.one 
of the leaders of the “Lovers of Zion.” He follows the call of daty to 
South America, and no one will be more rejoiced than he if the Jews under 
his leadership find therea Promised Land.

The First Report of the Intelligence Department of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee, a full abstract of which we publish this week, is in many 
respects a most valuable document. It will disappoint many, becanse-it will 
disillusion many. But it is better to be dis-illusioned than to be: deceived 
by the mistaken representations of enthusiasts and dreamers. ~ The Report 


does useful work in making clear the line of demarcation between. immigra- 


tion-and colonisation, and especially in indicating the dangers and difficulties 
of the latter process. These certainly cannot be over-rated. It is as difficult 
to transplant a fall-grown man as it is to transplant a fall-grown'tree. 
Colonisation must always be for the comparatively young only, if it is to be 
successful, 


— 


A considerable portion of the conclusions arrived at by the Intelligence 
Department are negative. But these are none the less useful. For it is 
absolutely necessary to clear the ground of schemes and projects which, 
though good enough for a promoter’s prospectus, utterly fail to satiefy the 
penetrating glance of practical men. It is always worth knowing what is 
not workable. By a process of exhaustion we arrive at a conclusion as to 
what is. It would not surprise us to discover, when the ultimate Report of 
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the Department is presented, that a very small residuum of localities will be 


found available either for the colonisation or immigration of the Russo- 
Jewish refugees. The classification of refugees given in the Report dis- 
closes a difficulty which to many will be a novel one. The question of 
fitness or unfitness of the individual is an important factor in the problem to 
be solved. ‘To be successful en gros, one must be successful en détail, for 
society is made up of units, and there can be no successful colonisation when 
the individuals are incapable. The Report exhibits remarkable acumen and 
deep thought, and we venture to think that even Baron de Hirsch may not 


find it unworthy of his earnest attention. 


Mr. Chamberlain has expressed on the Russian persecutions the senti- 
ments which are common to all our distinguished English statesmen. With 
the actuality characteristic of this incisive speaker, he seizes on the atrocities 
recently perpetrated on the Christians in China to point the moral of his 
emphatic protest. The parallel is undeniably exact, though it cannot be 
pleasing to Russian amour. propre. In permitting the oppression of Israelites, 
Russia ipso facto relegates herself to the rank of barbaric communities. 
The Old Style regulates her almanacks, and her social and religious 
condition is based upon obsolete and injurious prejudices. When 
Russia shall have learnt the lesson of religious tolerance, when in her con- 
fines fireand sword cease to blaze and tlash for the homes and flesh of 
heretics, then and not till then can men |\ke Mr. Chamberlain welcome her as 
an equal to the council-table of Europe. ‘Till that epoch, the Western world 


will always be uneasily conscious in all relations with the Muscovite of a 


sort of double personality. The Russian will not have clothed the Tartar, 


the polished gentleman speaking tluently the principal languages of Icurope as. 


well as his own, will still seem a kind of mgnster, with the head and bust of 
aman, but otherwise having repulsive affinities to a lower order of creation, 


Dr. Friedliinder made a very happy choice of subject for the inaugural 
lecture before the Jews’ College Literary Society on Sunday last. The 
thousandth anniversary of Saadiah’s birth is to be celebrated by the publi- 
cation of a complete edition of his unprinted works, but in the meantime it was 
well that no time should be lost in reminding the public of what Judaism owes 
to the long line of theologians who attempted to reconcile faith with 
philosophy. Dr. Friedlinder very rightly abstained from regarding the 
Emunoth Vedeoth as Saadiah’s only important work, Its value is indeed not 
very high intrinsically ; but historicaliy regarded it is an immortal token of 
the intellectual freedom, sometimes more sometimes less thorough, that 
Judaism has contrived to secure for its adherents. Dr. Friedlinder drew 
a picture of the (ionic age mainly from the materials supplied 
by those precious records, the Responsa, or Correspondence of the 
Geonim. The latter anthorities were evidently made the referees on the most 
various points of difficulty, some of the matters laid before them being, as 
Dr. Friedlinder showed, quaint enough. Of Saadiah’s extra-philo- 
sophical works, his Biblical commentaries were avly discussed by Dr. Friedlunder. 


The lecturer’s quotations from Iba Ezra were extremely apt and interesting. | 


Dr. Friedlinder showed judicial moderation in his treatment of Saadiah’s 
controversy with Karaites. As he truly said such dissensions may well be, 
except for their bearing on our own times, relegated to oblivion. | 


BARON DE HIRSCH’S SCHEME FOR THE EMIGRATION 
OF RUSSIAN JEWS.

We are pleased to be enabled to announce, with authority, that Lieut.- 


Colonel Albert Goldsmid, D.A.A.G., has accepted the onerous and responsible’ 


posiuon of a Mission to the Argentine. Lieut.-Colonel Goldsmid will 
take supreme command of the arrangements for the Colonisation of Jews 
on the lands in Argentina acquired by Baron de Hirsch. 

We should mention that Colonel Goldsmid’s views on thie subject of Jewish 
Colonisation in Palestine are quite unchanged. He believes that the Jewish 
Question will never be finally solved until the Jewish aspirations of centuries 
have been accomplished ; but, meanwhile, recognising the gravity of the situation 
in Russia, and that Baron de Hirsch is opening a possible door for immediate 
escape, Colonel Goldsmid felt he could not refuse any personal assistance in a task 
so grave and so difficult. He hopes that in the Argentine there will be shown to 
the world—after the inevitable troubles in the first settlements have been over- 
come—that Jewish agricultural colonies, on a larger scale than hitherto 


attempted, are quite practicable. A great step would thereby be nade towards a 
similar scheme for Palestine. ;

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA. 


Mr. Edward Lloyd Marks, F.C.S8., &c., has been appointed lecturer jn 
Chemistry and Physics at the College of Pharmacy, Melbourne. Prior to his 
appointment at Melbourne, Mr, Marks was lecturer at the Government School of 
Mines, Sandhurst, Victoria. Mr. Marks is a brother of Mrs. R. Joseph, and Mr, M, 
L. Marks, of Swansea. 


BULGARIA. 


A Correspondent of the Paris Temps, having reported that the provincial 
authorities in Bulgaria are expelling Jews from the villages after the fashion of 
Russia and Roumania, the Julgarie, the semi-official organ of the Government, 
formally declares that the report is absolutely false. The Jews in Bulgaria, it 
says, enjoy all the rights granted to other nationalities and no restriction is put 
upon theirresidence in country districts or in towns. A correspondent of the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle has however given to the Central Committze instances of a 
few Jews having been expelled from four villages, the excuse given by the local — 
authorities being that their action has been taken in the interests of the Jews 
themselves in order that they should not be subjected.to the animosity of Chris- 
tian competitors. It is evident that the Government at Sofia, which has always 
been characterised by sentiments of equity towards the Jews, is ignorant of the 
measures taken by, its subordinates. . 

FRANCE. 

Madame Arsene Darmesteter, had Jast week just completed the arrangement 
of her new studio and apartment in Paris, 6, rue Boissonade, when during the 
gale of Monday the 7th inst., a window was burst open, and in the current of air, 
the curtain took fire from a lamp, which was standing on a table near. Madame 
Darmesteter was out with her maid at the time, and returned to find her studio a 
mass of flames. The efforts of the firemen were unavailing to save the studio, 
which was entirely destroyed with its pictures, books, ornaments, draperies and 
furniture. They succeeded, fortunately, in preventing the fire from spreading to 
the other rooms, and the MSS.,, of thelate Dr. Darmesteter, who was Professor atthe 
Sorbonne, and an eminent author, were saved, together with his portrait, which 
Madame Darmesteter exhibited some years ago, in the Salon. Madame Darme- 
steter was insured, but the pecuniary compensation cannot replace all the beauti- 
ful objets dart that are burnt, nor give back the lost results of years of. hard 


work 
PALESTINE, 

The 4th inst., witnessed the opening of a portion (46 Kilometres out of a 
total of 87) of the railway between Jaffa and Jerusalem. M. Ledoulx, the 
French Consul, M. Frutiger, a Jerusalem banker and administrator of the Com. 
pany, and several Turkish officials, travelled by the first train. The first idea of 
the railway was conceived by a Jew, M. Navon, of Jerusalem ; it has been 
executed by French engineers, and the issue of the shares in the company has 
been entrusted toa bank in Paris, thedirectors of which are pronounced Ultramon- 
tanes. The steam locomotive in Jerusalem has been preceded by a still more 
recent invention of modern science—the electric light. } 


ROUMANIA. 

The authorities have devised a fresh means of persecuting the Jews; they 
have commenced the experiment with the Rabbi of Plojesti who has been arrested - 
and imprisoned on the charge of being a Russian subject. 
| SOUTH AFRICA. 

Natal papers give elaborate accounts of a Jewish wedding solemnised at 
Pietermaritzburg, in the Odd Fellows Hall. The bride was Miss Kate Froomberg 
and the bridegroom, Mr. A. J. Tyler, a proselyte. The service was performed by 
the "ev. Mr. Pincus, of Durban, assisted by Mr. J. H. Isaacs. The President © 
and the entire executive of the Durban Congregation travelled to Pietermaritzburg _ 
to be present at the wedding, which was also attended by the principal Christian 


_ residents. 


- A special sérvice was held in the synagogue, Cape Town, on the 22nd 
November, for the purpose of making an appeal and collection in aid of the 
Russo-Jewish Fund. A number of prominent Christians were present. The 
sermon was preached by the Rev. A. F. Ornstien, Hon. Secretary of the local 
Russo-Jewish Relief Committee, of which Mr. David Isaacs is Chairman, and 
Mr. A. Liberman, Treasurer. A first instalment has been sent to London by the 
Committee at Port Elizabeth. 

TURKEY. 


Some months ago we mentioned that the position of the’ Jews at Mustapha 
Pacha, near Adrianople, was jeopardised through the allegation, made by a ser- 
vant, that several of them had murdered a Christian butcher and had thrown tle 
corpse into the river. Eleven Jews were arrested, and after undergoing a number 
of examinations they were puton their trial lately before the Criminal Court at 
Adrianople. The Court unanimously acquitted all the prisoners.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Standurd telegraphed on Monday 
night: The negotiations upon the Jewish question have virtually terminated 
in a manner all the more satisfactory, as it involves the abrogation of several 
existing disabilities in such matters as military service, passports, residence, &c. 
I have good reason to believe that Baron Hirsch’s scheme will very shortly pass 
the Council of Ministers, and be immediately put into execution. This scheme 
provides for the emigration of indigent Jews, for which purpose a Central 
Committee will be formed at St. Petersburg, and from fifty to sixty Sub- 
Committees in the Provinces, the members of many of which have already been 
nominated. The Deputation of Quakers has returned from Moscow. 


THE RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 


The me a8 Department of the Russo-Jewish Committee have issued a 
first Report. A short statement of the definitions of the terms immigration 
and colonization are given. The Report points out that in cases of immigration the 
adventurer follows a path me trodden by others, whose active help and 
counsel are usually at his disposal. In cases of colonization new paths have to 
be trodden, nature has to be fought and conquered ; failure is not merely the 
failure of individuals, but wholesale failure; it means even more than disaster 
or money loss, it means too frequently death from starvation or disease. The 
_Russo-Jewish refugees cannot be generalised or treated en masse. like so many 
regiments of soldiers. They must be sorted and classified, and it is only by an 
appreciation of their natural, acquired and physical differences that a due 
understanding of the difficulty of the problem can be realised. 
are classified into eight categories, of which six are regarded as fit subjects for 
Immigration. 

E _Immigration is classified under various heads :—(1.) Settlement in the 
United States of America, excluding from consideration the great cities which 
are over-crowded; (2.) Settlement in British Colonies and Dependencies 
within the temperate zone; (3.) Settlement in South American Republics ; 
(4.) Settlement in Egypt, Central America, West Indies, and in tropical 
climates generally. | | 

The Report then continues :— 


Immigration in various localities in the United States, other than the 
Great Cities, 


It is satisfactory to know that the American Committee, under the 
presidency of Mr. Jesse Seligman, has organised a large number of local 
committees in distant places, not heretofore greatly affected by the presence of 
Russian refugees, and has arranged for their dispersion from New York to 
those localities, with due regard to their special aptitudes and to the trades 
prevailing in such localities. The Intelligence Department is gratified to learn 
that the Russo-Jewish Committee have recognised the usefulness of this method 
by subventioning the Dispersion Scheme through its contributions to the 
German Central Committee, and also by carrying out a like principle in regard 
to the immigrants sent from this country to the United States by the Conjoint 
Committee. Early in the past summer the Intelligence Department had entered 
largely into inquiries as to fields of settlement in the more distant parts of the 
United States, especially in the South and West, and the facts then obtained. as 
well as the most recent information from Texas, justify the hope that the best 
results will attend the Scheme of Dispersion trom New York to those distant 
localities. 

Immigration in British Colonies and Dependencics within the Temperate Lone, 
Gat This category comprises Canada certain Australian Colonies, and the Cape 
olony. | 

Canada, which is the most accessible and therefore the cheapest in regard to 
transit, will be dealt with under the head of Colonization. Judging from 
present rather imperfect information it would appear that the chief towns are 
already too over-loaded with refugees to warrant the expectation that they 
could take any large numbers, though exceptionally good artizan cases might still 
be sent there. It is the intention of the Department to seek further information 
as to town destinations available. There is, however, always some danger that 
emigrants forwarded to Canadian towns will, as in the past, gravitate to New 
York during the dull winter season, and there swell the already overwhelming 
throng of immigrants in that city. 

The Cape Colony could only be sparsely used for 1:mmigration purposes, the 
cost of the voyage (£14) being a great bar to any wholesale project. 5 paced 
ar community there is too small to permit of any considerable indux of 
refugees. 7 

Of the Australian Colonies, New South Wales and Victoria are at present 
too strongly dominated by the Labour Party to allow the possibility of a 
development in those Colonies of any large scheme of immigration. This fact 
is as absurd as it is humiliating to the minds of all interested in human, or even 
in British Imperial, progress. Western Australia, New Zealand, and Tasmania 
would appear to present fair fields for the immigration of the refugees, the 
main bar to extensive application being the great cost of the voyage. 

The whole subject of the Australasian Colonies 1s under consideration, and 
will be the subject of further report. 

Immigration in South American Republics, 

The evidence so far points against immigration into the towns of the great 
Republics of South America. In any case, at present, the conditions are 
disturbed by political and financial cyclones.. The inhabitants are mostly of 
Portuguese and Spanish origin, and being of a superstitious type, are not likely 
to view favourably any large influx of Jewish competitors within the limits of 
the urban districts. This branch of the inquiry will be more fully discussed 
under the head of Colonization. | 

Immigration in Egypt, Central America, the West Indies, and in 

Tropical Climates generally, 


The Department has had under consideration many schemes both for 


immigration and colonization in these regions, many of which appeared to be at 
first sight feasible and even inviting ; but it arrived at the conclusion that there 
is little prospect of success in any of these localities. In few, if any, of these 
hot climates could the settlers hope to rear families of young children. In none 
of these could European settlers expect to compete with native labour. In 
those exceptional cases in the West Indies where very strong Europeans have so 
competed, they have been compelled to abandon the attempt consequent on 
caste prejudices, which regard out-door labour as only fit for the negro, Excep- 
tions may of course be made in regard to highly-skilled artizans, but these 
would find profitable employment in more favourable localities not subject to 
the inconveniences of a torrid climate. 
COLONIZATION, 

Passing now to the subject of colonization, and reverting to its definition 
already given, and the classification of refugees already suggested, it will readily 
be understood that the first condition necessary tor affording reasonable prospect 
of success must be a judicious selection of colonists, and this means that 
colonization can only be for the most — classes. Later on, after the lapse 
of years, when a colony is firmly established, there may be found room for the 
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less favoured classes, but no new settlement can afford the incubus of social 
parasites, 

To colonize with a mixed multitude of Russian Jews would mean 
demoralisation and defeat. Each Colony must be started by a band of pioneers, 
young, hardy, and muscular—the majority married, but with few children. 
lhese must establish the homesteads, and prepare for the bulk of settlers whe 
will arrive in the following year. In no place on the surface of the globe is 
Nature so bountiful and prolific as to provide ready-made homes and shelter for 
men. It must be remembered that colonists are not so many herds of cattle 
who can be set to browse on land, and there tind at once their home and their 
sustenance. Men accustomed to the protections and the supports of civilised 
life, however poor in quantity and quality, cannot exist even for a season 
without the supply of the cardinal needs of shelter, food, and clothing. Due 
preparation must therefore be made in any colony before the main bulk of the 
settlers can be deported thither. A hasty migration ca musse to any field of 
colonization can only terminate in calamitous disaster and fatal results. There 
are dangers incidental to, and inseparable from, all colonization, and these are 
greater the greater the distance of the settlements from inhabited towns whence 
supplies can be drawn; but they can be minimised by prudent. selection, 
organisation, and preparation. 

- The selection of fields of colonization is a task of enormous difficulty : it 
may truly be declared that no locality could be named that would be absolutely 
free from objection. The Department has,in starting its investigation, framed 
a series of questions which it has applied to every scheme or locality hitherto 
considered—not in the expectation that all answers could possibly be satisfactory 
in any one case, but with the object or disclosing the weak points and defects, 
and eliciting the advantages’ and merits of each scheme considered. The 
questions are not supposed to be exhaustive, but rather as suggestive, and they 
have so far been found useful for enabling all inquirers to follow one uniform 
line of inquiry, and for contrasting comparative merits and demerits.

Jellinek complains that while Princes and Princesses and other high placed 
Christians take a deep interest in Hebraic studies, Jews of wealth sid high 
social standing utterly neglect the study of Hebrew literature. He mentions 
two notable exceptions, Baron David Giinzburg and Mr. Claude Montefiore. 

In connection with the Mozart Centenary there has been published in 
Vienna a collection of poems on the'great master, which were written by the 
celebrated and still living Jewish poet, Ludwig August Frankl. From this work 
the interesting fact may be gleaned that, as long ago as 1833, Frankl pleaded 
for the erection of a monument to Mozart. . 

Dr. Moritz Stern, of Kiel, has collected from the Episcopal, Municipal and 
other Archives in Trient, valuable data respecting the famous blood accusation 
against the Jews in that place, which he intends to publish. In a letter to Dr. 
Jellinek, published in the Newzeit, he states that he has applied to the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the Alliance Isra¢lite for subsidies towards the costs of 
publication. He is at present engaged on the MS., of a Jewish-historical work, 
which will be published in the ensuing spring. . 

In to-morrow’s issue of Zit-Bit> is commenced a story “ For God and the 
Czar,” by Mr. J. E. Muddock, F.R.G.S., who during his long residence in Russia 
made a careful study of the customs of the Government and the people. The 
story will have special reference to the treatment of the Jews in Russia. “ Its 
hero,” says the announcement, “ will be a fine type of a Jew and its heroine of a 
Jewess, and their experiences, adventures and sufferings will form the main 
incidents of the serial.’ The title is explained by the fact that all connected 
with the Government declare that what they do is “ For God and the Czar.” 

M. E. de Cyon, whose work “ La Russie Contemporaine,” has attracted con- 
siderable attention in Paris, has had an interesting career. He is a Russian by 
birth and was Professor of Physiology at St. Petersburgh, where he discovered 
a nerve, which is named after him, and wrote a variety of works in the Russian, 
German and French languages. He was appointed Councillor of 
State, which carries with it the patent of Nobility. Incited rf beak wer colleagues, 
the students at St. Petersburg made demonstrations against him, because he was 
a Jew. To his attachment for his faith he sacrificed his Professorship, and left 
Russia for Paris, where he has since made himself a name as publicist. 

Dr. Ernst Kelchner, writing in the Frankfurter Zvitung, appeals to the 
literary public of Germany, to preserve intact the splendid collection of books 
made by the late Rabbi, Dr. Brill. One of the speakers at the grave of Dr. Brill, 
compared him to a miner, who worked away undisturbed at his treasure,in order 
to bring noble metal to the light of day. Though he died at a comparatively 
early age, he managed to collect some 8,000 volumés, besides 300 MSS., all bear- 
ing on Jewish History, Life and Literature. Every branch of the subject is 
richly represented, theology. philology, history, the ‘Talmud and its commenta- 
tors, and, coming to more modern times, the Jewish Emancipation. Prof. David 
Cassel, of Berlin, complains ina recent number of the Ze‘fung des Judenthums 
about the dispersion of other valuable libraries, namely those of Prof. Zunz, 
David Oppenheim, Michael and Halberstamm, and expresses the hope that this 
last treasure, collected with such care by Dr. Briill, may remain undisturbed, In 
this hope he is strongly supported by Dr. Kelchner. 

* Juifs et anti-Sémites en Europe,” by Jean de Ligneau, with portraits of 
Drumont and Sticker, by De Belzim, published by Tolra, Paris, is the latest con- 
tribution to the melancholy catalogue of anti-Semitic literature. It prints the 
rules of the National anti-Semitic league of France and is full of calumnies or 
credulities, which would be amusing if they were not wicked. 

“The Jewish Colony in London,” will be the subject of a paper in the 
Sunday Magazine by Mrs. Brewer, who has previously treated very sympatheti- 
cally of the subject in another magazine. 

The Jewish Messenger (New York) of Noverhber 27th, contains a very lauda-

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JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. | 


The new session of the Jews’ College Literary Society was opened on 
Sunday evening, at Tavistock House; with a paper by Dr. M. FRIEDLANDER, on 
“ Saadia Gaon.’ 

The Rev. Dr. Gaster, Chief Rabbi of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregations presided, and, after welcoming the visitors, commented on the varied 
and interesting syllabus that had been prepared for the session, and expressed 
a hope that the attendance would be as numerous as in the previous year. 

Br. FRIEDLANDER commenced his paper by pointing out that the opening 
of the session for 5652, which included the 1,000th anniversary of the birth of the 
Gaon Saadia, was the most suitable opportunity for inviting the friends of the 
Jews’ College Literary Society to meet one of Israel's greatest men. The 
lecturer then took a survey of the age in which Saadia lived. glancing 
especially at the warfare between the Karaites and  Rabbanites, or 
Scripturalists and Traditionalists. Saadia was born in 4652. His father 
was named Joseph. Saadia himself contended that he was a descendant 
of Shelah, son of Judah, and as an intermediate link R. Chaninah b. Dosa 1s 
mentioned. Of his teachers less is known; but their capacity and skill is seen in 
the fruit of their labours with the great learning of their disciple, who omitted 


from his curriculum nothing that could be Jearnt. He studied at Fayyum 


(Pithom), where he was probably born; he was therefore called Alfayyumi. 
In addition to a general sacred knowledge and a thorough comprehension of 
Bible and Talmud, he possessed, above all, an enthusiastic love for the Torah. 
Although the Karaites had been active for a long time, Saadia was the first who 
ventured to take up arms in defence of traditional principles. When twenty- 
three years old he already showed himself a trained soldier in the field of religious 
controversy. His fame spread, and he was soon called to fill the office of Gaon 
of the School of Sura. As the President of the Religious Council of the Jews 
in Palestine—the Sanhedrin—had the title of Nasi, the President of the 
analogous Council of the Babylonian Schools, after the close of the Talmud, 
assumed, out of deference to the Sanhedrin, another title, that of Gaon, 
“Excellency.” There were two schools, each with a Gaon at its head, the 
School of Sura and the School of Pumbaditha. The two Geonim had not exactly 
the same rank, the superiority of the one over the other depended on their 
relative capacity and merits. On the whole the Gaon of Sura had precedence. 
How the Gaon was appointed could not be said with certainty; it seems he 


was élected by the teachers and graduates of. the College, and was generally a 


member of the institution. The election was then confirmed by the Resh- 
Galutha, the political head of the Jews, recognised by the Caliph. * Before 
Saadia came to Sura the School had already gone down many degrees from its 
zenith and was so near setting that it was thought advisable to close it altogether 
and transfer its teachers and students to Pumbaditha. But a new departure 
from the accustomed practice gave fresh vitality to its work. The Gaonship 
was offered to one who had not studied at Sura, t6 Saadia of Fayyum, He did 
what was expected of him; for Sura was soon ayain flourishing as the centre of 
Jewish learning. His knowledge, teaching and decisions were acknowledged by 
all, with the exception perhaps of the Resh-Galutha, who desired to exercise his 
authority over Saadiaand compel the Gaon to give judgment in a certain case, 
not according to his convictions, but according to the will of the Resh-Galutha. 
dia indignantly refused, and was deposed, but not without resistance. For 
whilst the Resh-Galutha issued a cherem against Saadia, the Gaon retorted by 
deposing David b. Saccai from his office ant appointing David’s brother in his 
stead. Both parties appealed to the Caliph Almukhtadir. The party of the 
Resh-Galutha was supported by a rich man in Bagdad, who offered to pay a very 
large sum for Saadia’s deposition. Nevertheless, the status yuo remained 
for two years till the Caliph was murdered, and the new Caliph, a poor man and 
open to any offer, gave his verdict against the Gaon. Saadia fled and kept awa 
from Sura four years, which he spent in writing his principal works, from which 
not only his own age, but subsequent ages derived great benefit. Saadia was. 
however, not forgotten. Ina certain dispute between two parties the one chose 
the Resh-Galutha, the other Saadia, to act as judge. The Resh-Galutha felt 
offended and wished to punish the section that had chosen Saadia ; but he soon 
found that physical force alone was not sufficient to put down so powerful an 
ace 
with Saadia on the Fast of Esther 4697. The peace was genuine, as was shown 
by the fact that on the death of the Resh-Galutha his son, a boy of twelve, was 
taken by Saadia into his own house and treated by him in every respect as his 
ownson. Saadia continued in his office as Gaon for only five years. He died 
in 4702, at the age of fifty. | 
Having related the transient element in Saadia, Dr. Friedlinder next 
sketched the immortal element, that which is left of him in literature as a 
legacy to be. payoyec by all succeeding generations. His literary works were 
as follows: Philosophy, (* Emunoth Vedeoth,”) Liturgy, Translations of and 
mmentaries on Biblical and Talmudical works, Responsa, Grammar and Con- 
troversy, The “ Emunoth Vedeoth” was written in Arabic, because the Jews in 
Mahomedan countries understood the language better perhaps’ than Hebrew. 
When the Jews in other countries commenced to study the book it was probably 
transliterated and written with Hebrew characters. The original has not yet been 
discovered. There are two MSS. in Hebrew characters, one in the Bodleian 
and one in the St. Petersburg Library. From these Dr. 8. Landauer edited the 
Lrak Citak t Wal Itikadat.” There exist two Hebrew 
‘versions, the one isa literal rendering by Jehudab. Saul Ibn Tibbon. 1186 the other 
more of a paraphrase, perhaps by eracn yen ha-Nakdan. The former is 
rinted ; the latter is extant in several MSS. The style is simple and concise.

‘believed in the Incorporeality and Unity of God. It is true that Mohamed tenn 
‘the Jews for the use of anthropomorphism, but in common with him Saadia 
opposed all who take anthropomorphic expressions in the Bible in a literal 
sense. It might, however, seem strange that no refutation of Karaism is found 
in the book. But Saadia declared at the outset that he only intended to write 
on the principles of religion and not on all details. The estimation in which 
he book was held by succeeding teachers in Israel may learnt 
from the following words in M3375 NIN: “The reading of Saadia’s 
works will help you to obtain a knowledge of God. They enlighten 
the intellect, sharpen our discerning powers, instruct the ignorant 
and impel the lazy to activity.” Dr. Friedlinder next described the contents of 
the “ Emunoth Vedeoth,” and then devoted his attention to Saadia’s hturgical 
compositions. Among these are two Confessions (‘I7)), the one at the begin- 
ning of the morning prayer and undul interrupting the benediction and thanks- 
grving for the return of the soul which had been entrusted to God during slee 
the other in the Selichoth for the day preceding Rosh Hashanah. Less simple 
is Saadia’s Abodah for the Musaph of the Day of Atonement. a rhymed on

translation of the Pentateuch is found in several editions of the books written 
in Hebrew characters. According to Ibn Ezra, it was originally written, like 
“ Emunoth Vedeoth,” in Arabic characters. The Arabic translation is not quite 
literal ; it is frequently paraphrastic, especially with regard to anthropomorphic 
phrases, and where a misunderstanding was feared. Otherwise the ordinary 
rules of grammar and common-sense form Saadia’s guide, and above all his earnest 
desire to benefit his brethren by strengthening their faith in God and their love 
for the holy faith. His version of the Pentateuch is_regarded by the Jews in 
the East as an authorised version ; itis printed in Hebrew characters side by 
side with the Targum. Many responsa were not to be expected from Saada, 
considering how short was his term of office. Several are to be found in the 
“Teshubhoth Haggeonim,” edited by Harkavy. More frequently his decisions are 
quoted by subsequent Geonim. As a grammarian Saadia was given the first, 
place by [bn Ezra, in his list of previous grammarians. Three works are ascribed 
to him: two are unknown, but the third is about to be published by the 
Mekizé Nirdamim Society in Berlin. It contains collections of words and 
phrases for the benefit of those who desire to write rhymed verses, and may 
therefore be considered a supplement to the “* Sepher Haggalui,”’ a book on 
Hebrew prosody, metre andrhyme. The introduction to the latter contains a 
defence from the attacks of a Karaite who objected strongly to Saadia’s writing 
Hebrew in thestyle of the Prophets, with vowels and accents, as if he thereby 
intended to prophesy. The polemical writings of Saadia, the last adverted to 
by Dr. Friedlinder, were chiefly directed against attacks of the Karaites. The 
the Karaites are not extant; they are 
known only from quotations by himself and by others. Their loss, said Dr. 
Friedlinder in conclusion, need not be regretted. Let the petty strife of man with 
his fellow-man be forgotten; his nobler work, the instruction he gave us in our 
religion, even when neglected for a time, will never be forgotten. 

The Cuter Rarnt opened the discussion which ensued on the reading of the 
paper. Dr. Adler said they were all gratified. that Dr. Friedlander had so wor- 
thily celebrated the millenary of Saadia, and in a form that was creditable to 
Jews’ College. It would be an excellent thing if some of the treasures of Saadia 
in the Bodleian Library were disinterred and given to the public. He did not 
share Dr. Friedlinder’s gratification that some ot Saadia’s writings had been lost. 
Many of his arguments were of sterling value as replies to attacks levelled 
against the authenticity of tradition. It reflected great credit on the respective 
authors that such works as the * Emunoth Vedeoth ” and the “ Moreh Nebu- 
chim " were written to mect doubts, to answer questionings that were rife, and 
to show that the teachings of philosophy were not in conflict with the teachings 
of the Bible. A similar work was being performed at the present day by the 
recent publication of Sir George Stokes’s Giffard Lectures, in which the Presi- 
dent of the Royal Society showed that the teachings of Scripture had been 
strengthened threugh the solid results achieved by science. As the meeting was 
the first since the death of Dr. Graetz, Dr. Adler concluded his remarks witha 
tribute to the memory of the great Jewish historian. | 

Mr. Marccs ApiLer called attention to several passages in the “ Emunoth 
Vedeoth "and other works of Saadia, not touched upon by Dr. Friedlinder. 

The CHARMAN referred to the attempts of the Karaites to pervert the Oral 
Law without casting it adrift altogether, and mentioned that in his forthcoming 
edition of the Siddur would be shown the comparisons with the different copies 
of the Siddurim in the Bodleian Library. The more we knew of Saadta, the 
more would it be found that knowledge would descend from the upper to the 
lower classes, the more would science become democratic, and Jewish hfe become 
ennobled. Karaism was not dead, but Rabbanism would survive its attacks. In 
the name of the meeting, Dr. Gaster tendered Dr. Friedlander cordial thanks for 
his paper. 

On the motion of Mr. I<rarL ABAHAMs, seconded by Dr. GAsTER, congratu- 
lations were tendered, on his eleetion as Chief Rabbi, to Dr. ADLER, who in 
acknowledgment said he was eager tosnatch every available moment for the 
good cause of Hebrew Literature. 


BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE. 


The Rev. E. P. Phillips, of Glasgéw, one of the applicants for the vacant 
Office of Minister of the Bayswater Synagogue, preached in that synagogue on 
Sabbath last, taking as histext “ And thy seed shall be as the dust of the earth ” 
(Genesis xvvui. 14). The preacher said that while other nations have irretriev- 
ably fallen and lost their identity under the pressure of national disaster or 
exile, oppression and misfortune have always had a contrary effect on the char- . 
acter and life of Israel. The more he has been stricken in body the higher has 
he risen in spirit. External pressure always strengthened and consolidated his 
internal parts, and he ever gained in virtue what he lost in substance. - lt was 
just those times of greatest national misfortune that infused the greatest force 
energy and vitality into Jewish institutions and galvanised the dead body of in 
difference and apathy into religious activity. It was those times that produced 
the most billiant efforts of Jewish genius and raised up heroes whose lustrous 
examples of self-sacrificing love will ever shine the brightest stars in the the fir- 
mament of Israel’s life. “ Why is Israel's life,’ our Sages ask, “ compared to the 
olive? Because as the olive givesmore oil the more it is pressed, so Israe} has 
yielded his highest qualities and virtues under the pressure of the test national 
suffering and misfortune.’ The text furthermore asserted that Irsael is to be- 
come the source of * blessing to all the nations of the earth.” Israel is to rise to the 
foremost position among nations—to wield the sceptre of universal supremacy 
and to instruct the world in those heavenly principles of light and truth which 
hold the germs of human ern p2ace and blessing. But how is this to be 
accomplished ? By Israel himself, first of all, yielding to the benign and 
exalting influences of his own religion—by becoming humble—humble as Moses 
whogwas the greatest of mankind. An appropriate address toa Barmitzvan 
concluded the sermon,

_ Mr. B. L. Conen, who was loudly cheered, addressed the meeting: He said 
his remarks would be directed not to the advantages of religion classes, but to 
their absolute necessity. The practice was growing in the present day for 


. Jewish children to attend the great public and private educational establish- 


‘ments which were frequented by the children of their Christian neighbours. 
Personally he did not view this disposition with any disfavour, provided it was 
surrounded with proper and indispensable precautionary measures. Such 
association and such competition were good for Jewish children and for the 
community, and he believed that the competition with Jewish scholars was a 
healthy stimulant to children of the Christian faith. There was little need for 
him to refer to the growing indifference to religious ceremonial and_ belief. 
which was one of the most striking characteristics of the age, but which did not 
distinguish the Jewish community more than it did their neighbours. In fact 
he believed it distinguished them less than the other communities by which they 
were surrounded. But he acknowledged and seriously deplored the increasing 
neglect of the sacred Hebrew language. The consequence of the neglect was 
the cry for the introduction of English into the liturgy. That demand became 
more imperative and more deplorable the more Hebrew was neglected. No one 

etended that it was elevating, religious, or orthodox—and on the latter term 

e would have more to say—to encourage any one, be he Jew, Christian, 
Mahomedan, Buddhist, or almost Pagan to offer up his prayers in a languay

not a syllable of which was intelligible to him. It wasitherefore that-the esta ra 


ment of religion classes was a matter not of policy, but necessity, and when they 
saw religious teaching suchas was imparted by Mr. Gouldstein, they knew 
that children were imbibing truths necessary to their spiritual and material 
welfare, and tending to strengthen their hold on their faith, the foundations of 
which were laid on religion classes such as those in whose honour they had met 
that evening. If they tested the value of those classes by a mundane and 
therefore not fallible test, if they tested them by results, then they would be 
bound to say that they had abundantly vindicated the policy which instituted 
them. Mr. Gouldstein was training his pupils to orthodoxy in the highest and 
holiest sense of the word. He feared he was treading on controversial ground, 


use he was aware that the term orthodox was! assumed by a certain 


school in the Jewish community which were never tired of posing as the great 


champions of who believed they were, but who sometimes 
appropriated the title with no little boldness and with considerable forgetfulness 
of the meaning of the word from which the term was derived. He should say 
that the term “orthodox ’’ most legitimately belonged to those who attempted 
to instil into children the fundamental tenets of their faith and an attachment 
to it, so that they might do all in their power to substitute for the indifference 
and materialism ie which they were surrounded, a regard for their holy cere- 


monial, a‘regard for their sacred language, and an inalienable and irrevocable 


affection for-their holy religion.—(Loud eheers). The Jewish community owed 
to the United Synagogue the establishment of Religion Classes, and if any 


proof were wanted, he would ask them to compare the thirst, the desire, for 


public worship of an elevating and reverent character, and the improvement 


in the Synagogue _ service. since. the United . Synagogue had _ been 
established with the, state. of things which prevailed before that 
period. Unfortunately many of those who claimed to be orthodox 


were not friends of the United Synagogue,. “It. was the bounden duty 
of those men to encourage the Jewish community to greater solidarity, union 
and more combined effort, so that they might form a peaceful, a united, and an 
orthodox religious community.—(Loud cheers.) Mr. Cohen concluded with 
some earnest words of counsel to tlie children. :

SOUP KITCHEN, : 


_ The advent of what according to the Calendar is the winter season was 
signalised by the opening on Monday evening of the Soup Kitchen for Jewish 
Poor, in Fashion Street, Spitalfields, but the weather was far from wintry and 
gave point to the remark of Mr. Atrrep L. Conen, the President, that as the 
thermometer went up the funds of the charity went down. There was larger 
gathering than usual of members of the Committee and ladies, In a letter 
apologising for his absence, the Rev. Dr. Gaster wrote : “ Lregtet it the more, as 
I wished to express my admiration for the work that is carried on by that insti- 
tution, which ministers directly to the wants of the poor and alleviates the 
keenest form of misery, the pangs of pain and hunger. The sympathies of the 
community are sure to be with the Soup Kitchen.” 

‘he PRESIDENT, in opening the proceedings, called attention to the 
alteration in the surroundings of the Kitchen, as the great strain on the 
accommodation had necessitated an increase in the cooking apparatus. 
Additional cauldrons had been placed in the building, and other additions would 
have been made if the Committee could have come to an arrangement with the 


landlord. Mr. Cohen mentioned that the total number of portions distributed 


during the past winter was 140,000 or about twice as many as in 1889-1890, yet 
the working expenses had been reduced between 30 per cent. and 20 per cent. 
‘This result was due to the extreme care and vigilance of the Committee. What- 
ever variations of opinion there might be in the Jewish community of London, 
there was absolute identity of opimon as to the duty of feeding the starving. 
The Jews did not enjoy a monopoly of this duty, but they might take the 
credit of reducing the principle to practice more than their neighbours of other 
creeds. The Committee had to exercise this year a strict supervision on the 
number of their guests, and through the assistance of Mr. Stephany and the 
other officials of the Board of Guardians, they had eliminated several of their 
old clients. Mr. M. Van Gelder, the energetic Chairman of the Investigating 
Sub-Committee, had placed in his hands figures which showed that 630 applica- 
tions had been made for relief. 420 of these had been submitted for investiga- 
tion to the Board of Gruardians, and 205 families had been granted 564 portions 
by the Committee either on information received from the Board or from other 
reliable sources ; some 5) more had. been apportioned on the same information, 
and 160 were put back for further investigation. Mr. Cohen concluded by 
appealing to the community for funds to give an abundant supply of meals, 
and especially to families to mark seasons of rejoicing or sorrow by giving extra 
dinners to the poor. He mentioned that the family of the late Chiet Rabbi and 
Mrs. Henry Solomon had already intimated their intention of giving such 
dinners, and he himself heped to follow their example. 

The Carer Rages having been invited to declare the Kitchen open, prefaced 
the formality by showing the absolute necessity for the Soup Kitchen to keep 
pace with the growth of the Jewish community, and he appealed to the com- 
munity not to let any of the home charities suffer through the special contribu- 
tions given for the relief of the Russian Jews, Dr. Adler also endorsed the 
appeal of Mr. Alfred L. Cohen to Jewish families to utilise days of joys and 
remembrances of sorrow by giving food to the hungry. He and his wife hoped 
to celebrate their coming silver wedding by entertaining a number of guests at 
the Soup Kitchen. Dr. Adler then offered up the blessing before meals, and 
having himself tasted the soup, which he pronounced excellent, distributed the 
first portion of soup and bread. | 

Votes of thanks to the Chief Rabbi and Mr. Alfred L. Cohen were passed 
on the motion, in the first instance, of Mr. Joseph de Castro and Mr. A. L. 
Cohen, and, in the second, of the Rev. S. Singer and Mr. Stuart M. Samuel. 

The four coppers in use on Monday contained 320 gallons of soup. The 
arrangements for the distribution were under the charge of Mr. I. L. Defries, 
the Superintendent.

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HAS RUSSIA 


A GOVERNMENT? 


Tue sole object of government is the well-being of the governed. 
In forming a State, a government is established, to guard life and 
property, to protect the people in their homes, and to assure to 
each man the peaceful enjoyment of the fruits of his. own 
industry. How far does the Russian Government answer to this 
description? Has Russia a government, in the sense in which 
this word is used in more favoured lands ? are 
The terrible events of ten years ago showed unmistakably how 
the Russian Government regards, w hen Jews are concerned, the 
obligation to protect the lives and property of its subjects. But 
the disregard of elementary obligations extends far beyond the 
limited sphere of Russian Jewry. It extends throughout the 
Empire, and the victims are not the Israelites alone, but even 


the devout followers of the Orthodox creed. Every day 


heartrending accounts reach us from the famine-stricken pro- 
vinees of people perishing from absolute starvation, or falling 
victims to those diseases which ever follow in the wake of famine. 
The survivors are trying to sustain life on food, the mere rlea 
of which fills us with dtegust ; their farms are sheniened. their 
homes broken up, and ‘they wander aimlessly over the vast 
steppes, in the vain hope of obtaining some means of temporary 
subsistence. 

Nor is this an seclated phenomenon peculiar to the present 
year. True, the dearth extends this year over a wider area, and 
the failure of the crops is more complete than usual; buat famine 
_ is a disease which ever lurks in the Empire of the C zan—attacks, 
more or less severe, constantly recur, and, even when strictly 
localised, are always followed by a ghastly tale of deaths. 

Some may advance the plea that famine is a visitation for 
which the Russian Government cannot be held responsible, 
as it is a misfortune resulting from natural, and therefore 
uncontrollable, causes. It is quite clear that the causes are 
not wholly uncontrollable ; nay, it is not certain that the causes 
are even natural, unless recklessness, improvidence, and incapacity 
must be regarded as part of the nature of the Russian gov eTuing 
classes. But, be that as it may, it should be pointed out that one 


of the highest functions of a government is the protection of the 
lives of its people, whether these be menaced by evil-doers or 
by calamities, and that, when theusands are allowed to slowly 


the Russian people. 
their neighbours, until official suggestion led to disturbances which 
eaulminated tn the disgraceful nots of 1551-1582. 


perish by famine and pestilence, an indelible disgrace must attach 
te the governing power which fails to exercise that foresight 
and care needful for warding off the evil. How much may 
be done, by prevision and organisation, to save the lives of 


the mbabitants of a province threatened by famine, the ex- 


perienéé of Enelish rule in India shows ; and if Russia had been 
favoured with the possession of a real government, money wasted 
on military maneuvres and equipments would, long since, have 


been devoted to organising schemes of supply, by which the 


people might have been saved from the horrors of want and 


from the agonies of starvation. — 

But the sins of the Russian Government are not only sins of 
omission. For many years, the governed appear to have been 
remorseless! y exploited for the benefit of the governing class. 
The direet Imperial taxes seem to be steadily increasing, and 
to be exacted with inexorable rigour. The unhappy mowjih, if 
unable to pay, must sell his cattle and implements, and 
then must borrow money wherever he can, and always at 


exorbitant rates; as a natural consequence, in bad times, it is 


not long before the Government and the son/a/ divide his small 
property between them. There is vet another mode by which 
the money of the people passes into the hands of the officials 
of the Government. Almost every police agent and other 


Government official has his hand ever open to receive a bribe in 


hard eash, and in bureaucratic Russia so numerous are the 


. means of annoyance in the power of the petty officials that many | 


of the people’s hard-earned roubles are thus wrung from them. 


Nor is this corruption peculiar to the petty ewp/oyes ; for 


frequent public trials for bribery, embezzlement of publie funds, 
and misappropriation of land, show that a tendency to dishonesty 
permeates the whole official class. The greed and meanness of 
Russian officials may be imagined, wien it is stated, by those 
im & position to know, that of the money and grain dev oted by 
the Government to the relief of the sufferers from famine, but 
little is likely to reach those for whom it is intended. In a 
country where the whole bureaucracy ts corrupt, it may well 
be asked, Qua ix custo diet 

How will the position of the peasantry be affected by the 
eruel religieus persecution which is now casting its dark shadow 
over the dominions of the Czar?

Russian people, but the Russian Government alone, that is their 
enemy. The Israelites, also, as ever-ready purchasers and dis-

to the peasantry, and, even through the thick curtain which 
ever shuts us off from much that transpires in the provinces of 
Rassia, we hear rumours of petitions from the people to the

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authorities, praying that the Jews in their neighbourhood may, 


for economic reasons, be suffered to remain undisturbed. 

Further, it is certain that persecution demoralises the nature 
of the persecutors, and it necessarily follows that, when the 
persecution of the Jews is set on foot, though the Jews may be 
the first, they will not be the last to suffer. Already there are 
sions that the tendeney is spreading. Lutherans, Roman 


Catholies. and Stundists, are now involved in the scheme of 


persecution ; no form of dissent can be tolerated, or is free 
from attack. | 
One of the latest theories of modern science is that the 
structure of an organism ts largely the result of the functions 
it performs; and, if the Russian Government takes persecution 
for one of its most cherished functions, it will soon develop 
the structure most suited to its purpose. Little by httle the 
Russian official, hardly yet completely emerged from savagery, 
will revert to his primitive barbarism, and the survivors of famine 
and pestilence will find themselves subjects, not of a Russian, 
but of a Tartar Government. | 
There is little chance of happiness for the unfortunate 
Russian nation, and less chance of its progress, until it is blessed 


with a beneficent government, in place of the careless bureaucrats 


who rule but cannot govern, whe fail to protect life and property, 
who expel peaceful citizens from their homes and deprive them 
of the fruits of their labeurs. The sole hope of Russia would 
seem to be, that the Czaz may be brought to recognise the fact 
that the purpose of a true government is the welfare of the 
people, and that he will replace the crowd of hungry officials 
new fattening on his subjects, by those who really have at heart 
the people’s good. The Czar is credited with a keen desire for 
peace. Let him give his people peace at home, and remove from 
Russia the reproach of being the plague-spot of Europe. Under 
such conditions, his subjeets, Orthodox, Dissenter,and Jew, living 
in harmony, in perfeet loyalty, protected, and not harassed by the 
law, may vet attain a happy and dignified national life, promoting 
the aggrandisement of the Empire and the civilisation of the 
world of which it forms so large a part. 


How ‘Lone ? 


ExactTLy a vear ago, a great demonstration took place at the 


- Guildhall, when the ettizens of London adopted the following 


resolution :—* That m the opimin of this meeting the renewed 
sufferings of the Jews in Russia from the operation of severe and 
exceptional edicts and disabilities are deeply to be deplored, and 
that in this last decade of the nineteenth century religious liberty 
is a principle which should be reeognised by every Christian 
community as among the natural human nights.” | 
How long will have to elapse before the vast Christian 
Empire of Eastern Europe begins to apprehend the nature of 
human rights and the proper character of a Christian community? 
This question must have been asked again and again in the 
course of the last twelve months, among others by thoughtful 
Russians themselves. When it is urged that the position of the 
Jews of Russia is a hopeless one, a vital principle is forgotten. 
Human nature, if it progresses at all, must seek that which 
experience proves to be best for it. Russian human nature, 
backward as it appears m comparison with the character 
of Western nations, will learn that its own interests are 
injured by a persistent policy of raising ar‘ificial barriers between 
the Czar’s subjects. The plan of narrowing Russian nationality 
to the confines of a single religious sect, even though that sect 
constitute the Russian Orthodox Church, and the religion ‘be 
that of the majority, must sooner or later prove a serious 
calamity to the Empire. The unnatural effort to suppress all 
feelings of patriotism among the very large numbers of the 
Czar’s subjects who do not belong to that particular Church 
communion produces the greatest injury which a nation can 
inflict upon itself. The manner in which this policy of political 
suicide is being carned out is most conspicuously illustrated by 
the insane invention of a Pale of Settlement. A population of a 
hundred millions partitions itself by placing five or six millions 


under conditions which are intended to alienate them from other 
groups. It is absolutely within the power of Russia to make its 
Jewish subjects as excellent and devoted as any other Russians. 
It caunot be too frequently proclaimed that a Jew has no 
political interest and no national aspiration outside the land in 
which he 1s born and bred. This is perfectly well’ known to the

THERE was a time when famine was regarded as a visitation of 
Providence. Educated opinion has undergone a marked change 
on this subject, and most reflecting men will now regard famine 
to be the result of Improvidence. 

When men lived in httle communities, segregated from the 
rest of the human race, a local famine meant local starvation. 
There were no easy communications in olden times; so when 
there was famine in Canaan and plenty in Egypt, the people of 
Canaan starved though the land of plenty was so near. But now all 
these primitive conditions are changed. When there is scarcity in 
Russia, there is a plethora of breadstuffs in Canada ; and commu- 
nications are so rapid, so cheap and so easy, that within a short 
month huge cargoes of corn can be transported from one side of 
the globe to the other. Nothing could have been easier than to 
have provisioned Russia with American breadstuffs long before 
the pinch of starvation was felt. Everyone knew four months 
ago that the Russian harvest was a failure. Yet the Govern- 
ment not only took no steps for provisioning the Empire 
from outside, but actually permitted the exportation of rye, 
which forms the staple food of the Russian peasant, when the 
scarcity had already commenced, and only issued the prohibition 
order when too late to be of practical use. They even permitted 
the export of other cereals till only a few days ago. In such 
circumstances it is nothing less than blasphemy to call the 
Russian famine, as many have called it, a visitation of Provi- 
dence. 

The terrible sufferings of the poor peasants—and the towns- 
people, too, are not free from the general destitution—are the 
direct result of the criminal inaction of the Russian rulers, who, 
at a critical moment, neglected the primary duties of govern- 
ment. They had plenty of money for purchasing the new arms 
for the coming war, and for buying in Prussia thousands of 
cavalry horses, which ean only be fed by inflicting starvation on 
thousands of human beings; but they had ne money for laying 
up in the public granaries a stock of foreign corn. Such is the 
Russian Government, that is supposed to watch over the nation 
with paternal solicitude. | 

Now that the people are starving, literally dying like 
rotten sheep, there is a Royal Commission for the relief of 
the famine-stricken people, and the Imperial hoards are de- 
pleted of their millions of roubles to supply the needful food. 
The Czar, the ‘ Little Father,” as the child-like peasants 
call him, gives generously from his private means. But all m 
vain. The relief funds are stolen on their way. The corn is 
misappropriated by the officials entrusted with the task of distn- 
bution. A fraction only reaches the hands for which the relief 
was destined. The Russian officials must rob and filch and 
plunder even the food that was to save from death their feilow- 
men. Such is the Russian Government. a 


THE TRUTH ABOUT THE STARODUB RIOTS. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.] — 


| ORIGIN OF THE RIOTS. 

In the centre of the Market-place stood a shop, which all the 
Russian traders wished to see removed. They sent many 
petitions to the Government praying for the demolition of the 
obnoxious premises, but their efforts were quite unavailing; and 
now, during the recent outbreak, the rioters plundered the stock coa- 
tained in this particular shop to the extent of 20,000 silver roubles, 
and then they proceeded to set fire to the building itself. It will not 
be rebuilt, since it was erected on public land, It is quite obvious 
movers in the 
disturbances, The sons of the Orthodox Russian tradesmen and 
dealers of Starodub took an active part in the spoliation of 


The cause of these disturbances, the motive that instigated the 
ringleaders, was as follows :—-Two years ago a Russian tradesman, 
Timofei Lodkov, suggested that all business transactions be forbidden 
on Sundays, in pious commemoration of the miraculous escape of the 
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Czar om the railway on October 17th. This proposal was approved, was 
confirmed by the governor of the district, and was generally acted 
upon ; bat after a tume the Orthodox Greek residents felt that 
was wromg to imffict a whole day’s loss on so many thousands, 
and im particular the aristocracy were angry at the change. 
The leadimg men convinced the authorities that the prohibition of 
business for the whole day was contrary to law, and it was agreed 


that the shops might be opened from eleven in the morning until six 


traders refused to obey, and the Jews, too, abstained from open- 
img theur shops lest they should give offence to popular feeling. 
Bat om the day prior to the Day of Atonement, which fell this 
year om a Monday, the district-officer urgently pressed the Jews to 
open theur shops, as they would be closed on the following 
day. “~The Russians,” he said, “have some pretext for their 
cosmg, as it is their Sabbath; but you Jews, why will 


shops. Them there forthwith arose a tumult amongst the — 


they assaulted the officer, and also the chief of the 
gendurmes, amd the rioting began. The mob smashed all the 
windows of the Jewish synagogues and wrecked the buildings. In 
one place ot worship they tore to pieces two scrolls of the law, and 
them carried them depredations into other parts of the city. They 
plundered xbout 100 houses occupied by Jews, burnt twenty dwell- 
mehoavs and fifty-four shops, with their contents. The larger 
places of basimess they sacked, but when the superintendent returned 
from Jalta he arrested 120 of the chief offenders, and had several of 
them fleved. Had the investigation proceeded with justice, it 


would have bheem quite easy to recover the damages inflicted, and’ 


thus a salwtary example would have been set ; but the inquiry is 
beaae dragged out, the officials entrusted with it doing their best to 
screen theur frends. Thus one of the judges, by name Onitzki, to 
whose charge fell the mvestigation of the conduct of the ringleader 
et the rioters, is noted for his devoted friendship to the man 
whom he hus mow totry: If the inquiry proceeds as it has begun, 
the ediect will he comtagious, and fresh riots may be expected else- 


PROGRESS OF THE RIOTS. 


Mamy imdieations prove that the Starodub riots were the result 
of deliberate premeditation. In the first place, a month before the 
riots oecurred, Benjamim Herz Prismann was informed by a Russiar . 


merchant that Tumofei Savitch Lodkov, a Starodub tradesman, had 
spent 10) silver roubles im hirmmg men to attack and rob the Jews of 
Staredal ©m receiving this information, Prusmann communicated 
it to the Ispravnik (head of the police), who was then in Voronok. 
The Governor examined witnesses, who technically denied the charge, 
bat prectically admitted its truth; and, to leave no loophole for 
doubt, om the very eve of the Day of Atonement a mob of 
Raskolmiks amd Pravoslavs assembled in the courtyard of the afore- 
mentioned Timoetier, who supplied them with brandy. 


A second proof that the disturbances were carefully planned lies 


im the tact that two months previously a meeting of Russian traders 
was beld im the house of the Raskolnik, Vasil Ivanovitch Kanovalov, 
for the actwal purpese of organising the riots. The summoning of 
this meetimg was quite open, and was well known to everyone. 
Then. agaim, for a lome time past, the Jews of Starodub have been 


openly threatened “See that your end be not like that of the Jews _ 
of Kiev and Balta,.” was a frequent taunt. These. facts, to which » 


mamv of « similar mauture might be added, will suffice to prove that 
the disturbances were not the outcome of momentary impulse. 

The prowress of the riots may be thus described :— 

At ome o clock pm., on the eve of the Day of Atonement, a 
crowd of bers begam to assemble in the Market-place. The crowd 
Was composed of the sons of artizans, while the sons of small 
householders amd of the tradesmen placed themselves a little aside 
from the rest. The tradesmen themselves stood each in front of his 
shom, bec the dow of his house, or in the street, as though in expec- 
tation of some coming spectacle. By two o'clock the crowd had 
considerably imereased, and it now began to move from point to 
pant, to the seccompaniment of joyful shouts. No Jew now 
ventured forth, the danger was too certain. At this point a 
mew actor appeared om the sceue—a weeping Christian child. 
“Wl are wou erving!” asked someone in the crowd. “ Because 
a Jew las beem beating me!” he answered amid his tears. Of 


course, this was enowgh > and, though no one knew the child or who— 


had strock hin (indeed, the whole incident was a concoction), the 
work o¢ destrmctiom began. 

The mob opemed the proceedings by throwing stones at the 
windows of the synagogues, but they did not injure the interiors. 
Next, ther went to the baths and smashed the windows, wounding 
many with their missiles, bat these injuries were not dangerous. 
The rioters mow moved to the house of the respected Herschel 
Lokshem, who was the tirst Jew whose premises were attacked. 
Ther destrowed ewervthing that fell in their way. and left Herschel’s 
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So far, however, the crowd had been doing the mischief in a 
rollicking manner ; for all the. brandy shops were closed. While 
the rioters were sober they might be trusted to do-no serious 
damage on a large scale. But now they attacked the houses of 
Jewish dealers in spirits; they broke into the podvals (public- 
houses), restaurants, and wine - cellars. Thereupon, the riot 
assumed a more serious complexion. The crowd proceeded to the 
large stores owned by Getz Jacobson, and after much laborious 
effort succeeded in forcing the bars and in effecting an entrance. 
They calmly picked out the more costly goods, the velvets and silks. 
which they appropriated to themselves ; the commoner stuffs they 
left ; but they tore the pieces down the middle, to rob them of their 
value. The stock thus destroyed was estimated at more than 
33,000 roubles ; and the total damage, including the building itself, 
amounts to 100,000 roubles. It was a strange coincidence that 
bodies of peasants from neighbouring villages had now begun to 
arrive; they must have had previous notice of what was about to 
transpire. 

The rioters moved on until they reached the house of Dov Deinin. 
The house was in darkness, but the rioters soon illuminated it. They 
poured paraffin oil on the pavement, and ere long the whole house 


was in flames. Everything that it contained was destroyed, and the 


same fate befell- the whole Jews’ quarter of the town. Corn 


stores, butchers’ shops, crockery warehouses, in all fifty-three, and. 


twenty private houses were reduced to ashes. 
The market-place was the scene of the next outrage. The mob 


broke into the manufactory of Joseph Lipkin and plundered a third 


of the goods. Thence they proceeded to the shop of Hillel Minken, 
a dealer in metal ware ; many of the crowd seized concertinas and 
made a hideous din ; others poured kerosene on the floors, and, after 
several attempts, succeeded in setting fire to the premises, after they 


had first removed everything of value. This was the shop on which _ 


the traders had long set longing eyes. Round it the crowd 
shouted and played and danced while the flames rose higher and 
higher. Altogether 120 houses were. destroyed, but no lives were 
lost, as the Jews had fled. Not a Jew was to be seen in the town 
except a few children and aged men. Cold and privation worked 
its havoc on these, and many became seriously ill and some died, 
among them the worthy and pious R. Isaac Mnin. A little girl in 
the house of Salman Orlov was hoisted by some of the rioters on to 
a high wall. She has since died from the effects of the shock. | 

The riots continued during the whole night, and only ceased at 
daybreak, 


NAMES OF THE RINGLEADERS. 


The active participators in these disgraceful deeds included 
all the Russian traders, but the ringleaders may be named as 
follows :—Timofei Savitch Lodkov was the prime mover in the 
affair. He belongs to the sect of Raskolnik Christians, and is a 
man of great personal influence, His two sons were also concerned 
in the riots, and with their own hands helped in the destruction 
and robbery of property. Gregory Fedrovitch Tcherkonov, and 
his brother, Demetri Fedrovitch, were among the ringleaders, and 
the three sons of Demetri joined the ranks of the rioters. Michael! 
Andreivitch Sauer was one of the leading spirits, as were Vasil 
Ivanovitch Konavolov, Vasil Kosmitch Konavolov, Alexei Kosmitch 


~ Konavolov, Demetri Abramovitch Rogodkin, Nikolai Jehanorovitch 


Teplikov—these were all among the instigators of the disturbances. 
Tebjunik and his sons were among the actual rioters; so were 
Ivan Savitch Rafuta, with his prikaszik (clerk), Feodor Kalatenka, 
and Michael Oziorov. These people attempted no concealment of 
their guilt. 


CONDUCT OF THE POLICE, 


At first the district superintendent vigorously attempted to 
disperse the crowd, but some of the rioters seized him by the neck 
and beard, and forced him to acquiesce in their conduct. The local 
police-sergeant is a notorious Jew-hater, and he not only allowed 
the crowd a free hand, but energetically encouraged them to proceed. 
The behaviour of the military was extraordinary. All the town 


garrison, together with all the other soldiers, positively joined hands . 


with the rioters. Their officers remonstrated, but in vain. 

Until October 27th the authorities took no steps to bring the 
ringleaders to justice, though everyone knew perfectly well who the 
instigators of the disturbances were. All that the authorities did 
was to arrest a number of the poorest and humblest of the people, and 
when a Jew came forward to testify even against one of these, the 
witness was so overawed by the judges that he forebore to give 
evidence. But from October 27th a new spirit came over the 
inquiry, and a certain show of vigour was infused into it, One 
of the sons of Petro Fulka was thrown into prison, and his father’s 
otfer of bail to the amount of 2,000 roubles was refused. A warrant 
was issued against Timofei Lodkov. Rumour goes that this change 
of policy was the result of an urgent message from the Public 
Prosecutor of Kiev, who demanded the reason for the delay in 
bringing the rioters to justice. A fresh officer named Bolkin was 
appointed to conduct the investigation, which was transferred to 
another place—Novizudkov. In spite of all this show of energy, 
the inquiry is being carried on in the same dilatory fashion as 
before. |

COPY OF AN EXPULSION ORDER. 


Tue following is a translation of an order expelling a Jew (now in 
London) from Tver, a town in Russia proper, and ordering him to 
settle in Slonim, a town in the Pale of Jewish settlement. The 
explusion order is called in official language a “ passport. 

PASSPORT. No. -1,992. 

This is given by the Tver Police Department to allow the Jew 
Shimen Moses Konviser, and his wife and children, to pass with- 
out let or hindrance from Tver to Slonim, Grodno Government, 
so that Konviser, immediately on receipt of this passport, shall start 
for the appointed place, and during the journey shall remain no- 
where except to sleep. On arrival at the appointed place in the legal 
time of a day for every 25 versts of the journey, lie is immediately to 
report himself to the Slonim Department and present this passport. 

Konviser, by this passport, is strictly prohibited to reside else- 
where, and anybody giving him shelter is liable, according to the 
61 chap. “ Mir. Sud,” to a tine of 15 copees per day. 

Description of Konviser: 51 years of age; height, 2 arshines 
5 versh; face, round; eyes, grey; hair and eyebrows, light ; beard 
and moustache, slightly reddish ; nose and mouth, medium. Special 
remarks: none. |

THE EXPULSIONS. 


THIS species of persecution seems now to be regularly assuming the 
following insidious form :—A sudden examination is made of the 
residential licences of Jewish families in a specitied district, and the 
permits are almost always pronounced faulty. The families are 
forthwith ordered to return to the place where they were originally 
inscribed. Sometimes they will have been left for a period of thirty 
years in unmolested occupation of their present abode, in which 
all the children have been born. To return to their “place of 
origin”? means to hazard the not improbable risk of actual starvation ; 
at least, they must face the inevitable prospect of poverty and priva- 
tion. In such cases they will naturally endeavour to emigrate. 
Hence the importance that the Russian Jews themselves attach to 
any efforts that may be made to mitigate the rigour of the expulsion 
orders. Such mitigation they regard as the necessary preliminary 
to any real amelioration of their condition within Russia itself. 


— 


Tn St. Petersburg the police lately visited the house of a Jewish 
tradesman named Dinnerstein, who had gone away on business. 
They found his wife ill and on the point of confinement ; nevertheless 
they demanded her licence to remain in the capital. She informed 
them thit her husband had the papers with him, and would soon 
return; but they refused to wait, and, despite her condition, which 
was evidently critical, conducted her to the railway station, and 
ordered her to return to Wilna, where her family reside. They had 
the consideration, however, to send a midwife with her, and the child 
was born on the journey, soon after the mother had left St. Petersburg. 


A certain Okounevsky, a veteran of the time of Nicholas, 
having the right to reside in any part of the Empire, came to St. 
Petersburg and wished to settle down in business. 

His passport, which was good for one year, was returned to him 
from the Prefect’s office stamped with the remark that “The Jew 
Ukounevsky, mentioned in this passport, is allowed to remain in 
St. Petersburg for two months, in order to find employment.” This 
was perfectly illegal. 

Okounevsky, however, opened a small shop, and sent in a 
for permission to trade as a dealer. He received no satisfactory 
reply ; but after the lapse of two months his passport came back 
with the original remark stamped on it. This was repeated four 
times, and his frequent petitions asking for permission to keep a 
shop were utterly ignored. He has by now spent the greater part 
of his capital—with which he had hoped to do a little business— 
in paying for stamps and the drawing up of petitions. 


Aaronwitz, an old man with his three sons, two of whom were 
married, all fine-looking men from Yanovki, near Odessa. were in 
partnership as tailors and clothiers, and doing an extensive business 
both wholesale and retail. They received seven weeks’ notice to 
leave, and had to realise their furniture and goods at one-tenth 
of their value. They had several thousand roubles owed to 
them by Orthodox Russians ; but most of their debtors laughed 
at them when they demanded their money, as these people 
knew that the Jews would not have time to bring actions 
against them to recover their debts, and even if they had time it 
would be a question whether they would be successful, as all the 
courts are more or less open to bribes and prejudiced against Jews,

LATEST INTELLIGENCE FROM RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. | 


CERTAIN newspapers in Germany, and probably in. other countries, 
have recently given currency to the rumour that the Czar has re 
iected the new laws drawn up by the Committee of Ministers, and 
that, in consequence, these laws will not come into force. Many such 
favourable statements have been made. We, therefore, feel bound 
to assert categorically that we have thoroughly sifted these rumours 
and, to our regret, have found them quite devoid of foundation. It 
is true that the new laws have not yet been finally sanctioned, but 
they have not been rejected, and the sword’still hangs over us. 

According to statements in Russian newspapers, the Government 
is, at the present moment, busily occupied in persuading financial 
hovses to help them in raising Russian credit. It is said that 
there is a possibility that these efforts will succeed, But we must 
earnestly urge our friends to remember the interests of their suffer- 
It is incumbent on them to remind the Russian 
Government of the condition in which 5,000,000 J ews are placed, of 
the fact that these Jews are treated as though they were outside 
the pale‘of humanity. But as diplomatists are wont to seize hold 
of delusive assurances, it is necessary to indicate the following 
principles :— 


Though the Jews are not inferior to the rest of the in- 


habitants of Russia, and are thus quite worthy of complete 


emancipation ; though the chief offence of the Jews is their super- 
iority in intelligence and morality; nevertheless, at a time of trouble 
and hostility such as the present, we do not ask for equality with 
other Russians. All that we seek is life and humane treatment ; in’ 
a word, we seek the restitution of those privileges that we enjoyed 
until the time of the Czar Alexander III. These rights are as 
follow :— | 

That we may feel safe in regard to our lives and property, and 
be no longer treated as beyond the pale of the law, as we now are by 
the highest authorities, by the new laws sanctioned ‘by the Czar 
himself, and by the incitements of a venomous press. 

The remedy in this instance would be applied if the Czar be- 
trayed the slightest token of favour to the Jews. A single word 
coming from him would suffice to restore to us safety as regards our 
lives and property. | 

Our second petition is the rescission of the May Laws of 1882 
which were termed ‘“ Temporary Laws,” and were passed through the 
contrivance of Ignatieff; for these laws are the source of all the 
other evils that have since befallen us. 

Thirdly, we ask for the withdrawal of the new laws which are at 
present awaiting confirmation in the archives of the Minister, and 
ask that no new restrictions be enacted against us. 

These three demands must be constantly kept in mind by our 
benevolent brethren whenever the Jewish question is discussed. All 
rumours of respite are vain, and so long as these three essential 
rights are refused us, we have no hope of warding off utter annihila- 
tion. Day by day for years past our condition has been steadily 
becoming more deplorable, and the optimistic statements in the news- 
papers are baseless and must remain baseless until these demands 
ure conceded. The newspaper reports are merely circulated to 
weaken the efforts made on our behalf by humane sympathisers with 
our evil lot. These three matters must never be lost sight of in 
your deliberations, and perhaps the present is a good time for 


financial houses to press these points on the consideration of the 
Government of the Czar. 


P.S.—Travellers in the famine-stricken districts of Russia state 
that many are murmuring that the famine is a divine judgment on 
account of the persecution of the Jews, and state that the districts 
where the Jews were cruelly treated have been visited by a famine 
of especial rigour; while, according to the St. Petersburg Novosti, 


in those few places where the Jews dwell unmolested no such terrible 
famine has ever occurred. 


In reply to the request of Dr. Griinberg, of the Jewish faith, for 
his son to enter the Cherson Gymnasium in the place of the Jew 
Fung, who died recently, the curator of the Odessa Educational — 
District asked the Ministry of Public Instruction whether vacancies 
left by Jewish students who had completed their course or died 


should be filled by Jews. 


The Department informed him ‘“ By order of His Excellency the 
Minister of Public Instruction the tilling of vacancies by Jews 
should only be allowed if the legal percentage be maintained, includ- 


ing the new-comer,” in other words, two had to leave before one new 
student could enter. 


Quite recently the London Russo-Jewish Committee received a 
telegram stating that nearly six thousand Jews were under orders 
to leave Moscow forthwith, and that being penniless they were to be 
conducted by étape to the Pale. In order to save the exiles from the 
horrors of so long a journey on foot, the Committee immediately 
sent a large contribution towards defraying the expenses of the 
railway journey to the Pale, and thus mitigate, to some extent, — 
the sufferings of these poor people.

I sincerely hope that the universal protests of all civilised — 
nations may, in time, produce some effect on the Government 


and authorities- who have hitherto been deaf to all appeals for

MR. HAROLD FREDERIC ON THE SITUATION, 


ALTHOUGH the weekly reports of the Berlin and Hamburg Com- 
mittees show a marked falling-off in the numbers of emigrants press- 
ing westward from Russia, my latest advices from three different 
points inside the Holy Empire show that the rigours of the persecu- 
tion have in no wise abated, and forbid the hope that an improve- 
ment is coming. The inclement season impedes the flight of the 
refugees. It neither lessens their sufferings, nor softens the heart of 
Pharaoh. 

From a budget of recent letters (which come to me from gentle- 
men in whose candour and means of learning the truth I have equal 
and complete confidence) these bits of information are selected :— 

In Odessa the Chief of Police, Vice-Admiral Zelienoiff, whose 
mental processes may at the mildest be described as remarkable, has 
just ordered the expulsion of all Jews who, for their health, come to 
visit the umaue Limau salt-mud baths near that city. In the 
enforcement of this order, no attention has been paid to the rights 
of free sojourn which many of the invalids’ passports showed. This 
same insolent indifference to so-called legality has characterised all 
the later expulsions from Odessa, which are computed to reach 
10,000 for the year. Although Odessa is in the Pale, numerous 
instances can be given of Jewish doctors of medicine or juris- 
prudence, Russian-born, and as much entitled under the law to reside 
there as Zelienoff himself, who have been summarily chased away. 

The Jewish patients at the salt baths of Aloustcha, in the 
Crimea, have also been driven out, although there were civilised 
Hebrew settlements in the Crimea 2,000 years ago, at a period when 
the present dominant race were cannibals. What conceivable 
economic, social, or religious excuse can be invented for such a piece 
of barbarism 1? | 

At the village of Biekovo, in Samara, an important horse fair is 
held each autumn, which Jewish buyers from the Pale have a legal 
right to attend—a right long recognised and heretofore unquestioned. 
This year the district round about Biekovo is desolated by famine. 
The peasants, impoverished by the tax collector and their own im- 


__ providence, confront winter now without money, without tools, 


without food for themselves or their stock. There was, in conse- 
quence, a great rush made to sell horses at the fair for whatever 
they would fetch. Jewish traders, as usual, came prepared to bid 
for the animals offered, and on the first day they bought a number 
for prices somewhat below the standard of other years. But there 
were also attending this fair a group of army officers, who had been 


commissioned to buy cavalry remounts. These gentry concocted . 


with the police a brilliant plan. On the second day all the Jews 
were arrested and expelled the town without warning or appeal. 
Even the horses they had bought were described in the order as 
‘‘ Jewish” horses, and formally forbidden to remain. Then the 
army officers proceeded to trade upon the famine necessities of the 
people, and bought the remaining horses at prices only a fifth or 
tenth as high as those the Jews had paid. It is asserted that in one 
case three horses were sold in a lot for four roubles—that is to say, 
about nine shillings. When one imagines what the cost of these 
army remounts was probably set down at in the bills presented to 
the War Office, one gets an instructive glimpse of the reasons for 
the expulsion of the Jewish competitors. ' 

One of the earlier effects of the great depression caused in St. 
Petersburg by the existing commercial panic and the cruel news 
from the famine districts, was a temporary relaxation of the Press 
Censorship. Some of the more Liberal papers took courage, and 
printed articles on the cause of this misery and ruin. The St. 
Petersburg Viedomosti was even brave enough to publish three 
articles in defence of the Jews, on October 11, 15, and 25. Their 
purpose was to show the falsity of the charge of “exploiting the 
moujik,” so glibly brought against the Hebrews by Russian apologists 
for barbarism. One of these articles, the third, quoted the Govern.

ment figures to show that while the moujiks inside the fifteen pro- 
vinces of the Pale were in arrears for taxes 36,041,590 roubles, or 
26 kopecks per head, the moujiks in the thirty-five provinces where 
there are no Jews owed 237,984,768 roubles, or 83 kopecks per 
head. After this, it is not surprising to learn that the Viedomosti 
has received a second warning.

A RAY OF LIGHT. 


From month to month we continue our pitiful chronicle of sad 
tidings, showing Darkest Russia as dark as ever. We are eager to 
note the appearance of any signs of even the feeblest flickering rays 
of light, but the glimmerings of the dawn are still too dim and fitful 
to be treated as trustworthy indications of the near approach of day- 
light. Still, we would fain hope that the time may be nearer than 
seems now probable when Darkest Russia will be illumined by the 
light of humanity and justice, and when our record of persecution 
in Russia will cease because persecution itself will have ceased. 

We are glad to be able to publish the following incident, on the 
authority of a Russian correspondent. A petty police officer 
(Peristov) of the village of Znamyonka came to the far larger 
village of Lepaticha, where an extensive business is done in grain. 
Many Jews reside here, and ave the cause of the prosperous condition 
of the inhabitants. The Peristov summoned the Jews, and de- 
manded 500 roubles. This they consented to pay, but the Peristov 
increased his demands until they reached the sum of 5,000 roubles. 
As there are only some 200 Jewish families in Lepaticha, this pre- 
posterous suggestion was received by’ the Jews with the utmost 
consternation. They were absolutely unable to raise so much 
money, but, one by one, the Jews compromised, and each agreed 
individually to provide his share in the course of some time. The 
Peristov gained his point by the threat of wholesale expulsion 
within ten days. He continued the same rapacious policy in 
several other villages, robbing the Jews in every direction. Their 
own appeals for redress were disregarded by the Government; but 
now occurred a pleasing incident. The Christian population was 
moved to indignation ; peasants and merchants alike raised their 
voice against the shameful behaviour of the Peristov. They tele- 
graphed to the Provincial Governor, and he has now despatched an 
official to inquire fully into the matter. When our correspondent 
wrote there was some hope that the guilty Peristov would be 
removed from his post. 


PERSECUTION OF PROTESTANTS.

THE CONTINUANCE OF THE PERSECUTIONS AGAIN 
CONFIRMED. 


THE St. Petersburg correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says :— 


“ Now that all the attention and energies of the Government are 
sorely needed by the famine-stricken districts, the number of which 
is still increasing, the persecution of the Jews is being carried on 
with unabated vigour, which displays itseif not only in the harsh- 
ness with which the penal laws are being administered, but likewise 
in the circumstance that these laws, when favourable to the Jews, 
are being quietly ignored by the very persons who are charged with 
their execution. ‘Thus there is a law (Section 283 of the “ Regula- 
tions Concerning Passports and Runaways”) which expressly allows 
Jews whose children are being educated in gymnasia or high schools 


in Kieff to reside in that city until the education of their sons and _ 


daughters there is finished. The police, acting on instructions 
given them by the Governor-General, have de facto abolished that 
law, and now both parents and children are being sent out of Kieff. 


Another instance of the abrogation of an important law has taken | 


place in the same Province and under analogous circumstances. In 
Kieff, it appears, there is a special Jewish quarter, as there used to 
be in Rome, Frankfort, and other European cities. A very respect- 
able Jew, who has the right to live on the Christian side, lately gave 
his only daughter in marriage to his junior partner, also a Jew, who 
resides on the Jewish side. The young lady shortly after her mar- 
riage found it necessary or advisable to reside for a short time in her 
father’s house, under her mother’s care. But the police, informed of 
her intention, paid a nocturnal visit to the house and sent the lady 
back to the Jewish quarter, on the plea that, although she possessed 
the right to live with her father when a girl, she has forfeited this 
and all similar rights since her marriage ; and should her husband 
die she will be compelled to live in the Pale by herself, far away from 


her parents.” 
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THE JEWISH AGRICULTURAL SETTLEMENTS 
IN RUSSIA. 
Untit lately, the Jewish agricultural settlements in Cherson and 
Ekaterinoslav, better known as the Nicholas Colonies, formed a 
bright spot in Darkest Russia. The people were prosperous and 
happy, and were specially exempted by the May laws from the 
application of restrictive ordinances. 
But the hand of Famine has now touched them ; the failure of 
the crop having left them absolutely nothing for their support in 
the winter and for the spring sowing. 
A small but influential committee has been established 
at St. Petersburg for raising and administering a fund for 
the relief of the 30,000 Jews in the Nicholas Colonies. The 
wealthy Russian Jews of St. Petersburg, Moscow, and Odessa, who are 
naturally proud of the Colonists, and find them well worthy of 
sympathy, are giving liberaliy to the fund, The Russo-Jewish 
Committee of London has voted £1,500, the Alliance Israélite of 
Paris a first contribution of £400 to be followed by further dona- 
tions, and Baron de Hirsch a first contribution of £300. 
Money could not possibly be better bestowed than in thus helping 
the helpful. 
It is reported that the pioneers for Baron de Hirsch’s Agricul- 
tural Settlements will be drawn from the Nicholas Colonies.

THE REFUGEES AND A PERMANENT HOME. 


To the Epitor oF Darkest Rvss1a. 

Sir,—I find that from the 15th of July last to this date the 
number of Russian refugees who have passed through the hands of the 
Relief Committee here is 4,126, and when London, Hull, and other 
ports are taken into account, besides the 50,000 who have been dis- 
patched direct to America from Hamburg, an idea may be formed of the 
vastness of this continued stream of expulsion. What a shocking 
picture this presents of man’s inhumanity, making those humble, 
Godfearing people homeless and destitute wanderers on the earth. 
One very pleasing feature connected with it is the liberality 
which both Christians and Jewish brethren have shown. In response 
to appeals which appeared in the Scottish papers describing the 
exiles, over £336 in money, and possibly twice as much in clothing, 
have been gladly contributed for the relief of this multitude, and 
that before the splendid Russo-Jewish Fund was started. The 
whole thing has been done quietly and without fuss, and the 
carefulness of the disbursements has been such that the committee 
has not yet had to appeal for help from the central London fund. 
What better proof could there be of the deep interest there exists in 
Britain towards the Jews when they are abused in so many other 
lands? Too long have the Christians and the Jews been standing 
aloof like Ephraim and Judah of old. Surely the day is come when 
the two who have so much in common should stand more trustingly 
and lovingly together for mutual benefit. 
The next thing which oceupies the attention of many in Scotland 
is, to help Israel to occupy the land of their fathers. Scotchmen 
are intensely patriotic and national. The notes of the lark, the 
bloom of the heather, or one of our national songs will bring the 
tears to a Scotchman’s eyes on the other side of the globe. In no 
land will men sympathise more with the words of Hallevi, the 
Jewish poet of Spain :— | 

What is Spain to me, with her blue skies and her bright fame, 

In comparison with a little dust of that temple which is trodden under foot 

by the Gentiles 

We can understand that national sentiment ; but what is our heather 
and our songs to the dust of the shrine where the Almighty dwelt 
among men! besides, in no country are the prophecies of the Bible 
more revered than in Scotland. To us it is as clear as day, that 
God’s great purposes are not yet complete regarding the nation 
which he has kept indestructible for all its vicissitudes for eighteen 
hundred years, This unbelieving world is in need of. a great object 
lesson on the existence of God and his faithfulness, and it seems as 
if, like a blade of steel under the hammer and the fire, God is pre- 
paring the nation for some marvellous display of his providence 
before the world. Egyptian oppression is being repeated to kindle 
the old national sentiment for the ‘“ Land of Promise.” Yet it must 
be confessed, that to place them there at present indiscriminately 
would be to send them to starvation, and meantime everything 
should be done to render Baron Hirsch’s noble scheme a success by 
proving to the world that the Jews are capable of following agricul- 
tural pursuits in a land of their own in the Argentine. The colonisa- 
tion of Palestine, which may be a problem of the future, must be 
accomplished wisely and systematically. It may appear a hard and 
selfish thing to say, that it is well the refugees only pass through 
Scotland. To leave them here would be to fill the streets of Edin- 
burgh with thousands of beggars, to. embarrass all the charities of 
the country, and to impoverish our local Jewish brethren, I speak 
as a political economist. We possess but a little country, with an 
overcrowded population as it is; but every instinct of humanity 
and economy, and our religion, inspires us to seek a permanent hioens 
for them, where they can rest under the shadow of the protection of 
the nations which have a special interest in the Jew.—I am, ke.

CHRISTIAN SYMPATHY WITH THE RUSSIAN 
JEWS. 


Tue patient suffering of the Russian Jews for conscience’ sake hag 
from the first secured the warm sympathy and admiration of civilised 
Christendom, and especially of ‘British Christians. This is byt 
natural when we remember that there is scarcely a denomination jn 
England that has not suffered, in its turn, from religious intolerance. 
Englishmen have for the last two hundred years been extremely jealous 
of the right of every man to worship God according to the dictates 
of his conscience. The love of justice and of religious liberty are 
two such dominating principles of our national character that the 
Englishman loathes oppression and abhors religious persecution from 
the bottom of his heart. 

Among the most conspicuous evidences of English sympathy 
with the Russian Jews were the monster meetings held at the 
Mansion House in 1882 and at the Guildhall in 1890. We may 
remind our readers that on the last occasion the Guildhall was — 
crowded, and that the meeting comprised many of England’s most 
distinguished men. The Archbishop of Canterbury, Cardinal 
Manning, the Bishop of London, the Bishop of Ripon, the 
Dukes of Argyll and Westminster, Lord Tennyson, and the ~ 
Dean of Westminster, all expressed their abhorrence cf the Russian 
treatment of the Jews. Turning from the Church to Dissent, we 
find Mr. Spurgeon, Dr. James Martineau, and the Rev. Hugh P. 
Hughes heartily concurring in this indignant protest. The 
Earl of Meath said, “As Christians we should leave no stone 
unturned to wipe off this terrible disgrace.” These sentiments were 
pronounced at this memorable meeting by clergy and laity, by men 
of all shades of religious and political opinion—Protestants and 
Roman Catholics, Churchmen and Dissenters, High Church and — 
Low Church joining in one loud and universal clamour of execration 
at this inhuman religious persecution. All honour to these great 
and good men who so nobly vindicated the rights of man and the 
obligations of Christianity towards those who conscientiously differ 
from its dogmas! | 

Subsequent events have not served to diminish the disgust 
with which the acts of the Russian Government and its officers are 
regarded in this country. | 

We have had the satisfaction of publishing in these columns 
sympathetic messages from Mr. Gladstone, the Dukes of West- 
minster and Argyll, Lord Tennyson, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, and 
others. 

The appeal for funds to relieve the hapless fugitives has already 
enlisted signal manifestations of good will, and a certain measure of 
support from the Christian world. Many noblemen and members of 
Parliament, several] bishops and other dignitaries of the Church, the 
Lord Mayor of London, many provincial mayors and magistrates, 
and a large number of prominent citizens have contributed, and the 
Mayor of Manchester and the Provost of Dundee have made public 
appeals to the inhabitants of those cities. | 

At Dover, a local appeal committee has been formed, composed of 
Christians and Hebrews, with General Heath, R.A., as Chairman. 
At Belfast, Dr. Hanna, a popular Presbyterian minister, preached a 
special sermon on behalf of the fund, which was followed by a collec- 
tion. Sir Henry Loch, the Governor of Cape Colony, with the 
Bishop, and the Mayor of Cape Town, have promised their sympathy 
and pecuniary support, Nearly all the London daily papers and 
the most important provincial organs of the press have published 
articles in cordial sympathy with the movement ; and these senti- 


ments have been echoed by the press in all the civilised and semi- 


civilised countries of the world ; while on the Continent men who are 
distinguished as being the guardians of civil and religious liberty 


_ have raised their voices on behalf of the Jews of Russia. 


We feel sure that there is an abundant stream of Christian 
benevolence ready to flow with its accustomed force whenever it— 
is sought. That this is so is borne out by a recent letter from the 
Bishop of Bath and Wells, who, in forwarding a contribution to. 
the fund, wrote as follows :— . 


“The sufferings of the Jewish population of Russia do indeed 
call for the sympathy of their fellow-men, and especially of those 
who have derived such unspeakable blessings from their forefathers, 
and must love them for their Father's sake, and for the sake of the 


God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, Whom we, too, worship and 
adore.” 


Tue Daily Chronicle says :—“ The police are just now making 
frequent domiciliary visits, especially during the night, in hotels and 
furnished lodging-houses, with the object of discovering the Jews 
who continue their residence without authority, or, who merely spend 
a day or two in the towns in which they are forbidden to live by the 


regulations recently enforced against them.” 


7'imes St. Petersburg correspondent says :—“ The administra- 
tion of the Libau-Romni Railway, which was recently taken over by 
the State, has discharged all the Jews hitherto in the service of the 
company. As the chief shareholders of the private company were 


rich Russian Jews, the personnel of the line was largely composed of 
men of the same race,” 
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PRESS CENSORSHIP IN RUSSIA. 


WE are in a position to give the secret history of the issue of a 
circular to the press on the Jewish Question, which took place a 
short time ago :— 

A Jewish /ittérateur had written a pamphlet dealing with theposition 
of the Jews in Russia and sent it to some Russians of distinction, Their 
letters to the author were printed, and appended to the pamphlet. 
But the Censor considered it a dangerous publication, and submitted 
the pamphlet to the Committee of Ministers, suggesting that all copies 
should be burnt. The Committee of Ministers was about to sanction 
this course as a matter of form, when one of its members— 
M, Abaza (President of the Department of Finance in the Council 
of the Empire)—said: “TI have nothing to say against the pamphlet 
being burnt. Indeed, if allowed to be issued, it would only revive 
polemical discussions about the Jewish Question, and ‘hat is 
not desirable. But, at the same time, I cannot help remarking that 
if we stop everything said in defence of the Jews, we ought not to 
allow full freedom to those who attack them.” 


The Under-Secretary of the Interior (who was attending the 


Committee in the absence of the Minister himself), M. von Ploeve, 
understood this hint as directed against his Department, and being 
conscious of the protection given by him to the chief anti:Jewish 
paper, the Vovoye Vremya, thought it necessary to defend his ‘course. 
“Tf we forbid the Novoye Vremya, then we shall only have the philo- 
Semitic press,” said M. von Ploeve. ‘3 

“‘T do not know what you should do,” replied M. Abaza, ‘but I 
think that the Ministry of the Interior has plenty of power to 
regulate the press.” 3 | | 

M. Solski, the President of the Law Department of the Council 
of the Empire, supported M. Abaza. There was one member whose 
opinion it would be interesting to learn; it was M. Pobiedonoszev ; 
but he sat motionless, without saying a word. — | 

In consequence ci this conversation in the “Committee of 
Ministers,” the Ministry of the Interior sent to the press a circular 
forbidding them to raise embittered discussions on the Jewish 
Question. But the circular was couched in such terms that the anti- 
Jewish editors could interpret it thus : “‘Go on abusing the Jews : you 
need fear nobody.” 


WHY I LEFT MOSCOW. 


To the Epiror or Darkest Russia. 


Sir,—In reply to your kind request, 1 am quite willing to give 


you some details as to the circumstances of my expulsion from 
Russia. 

In 1888, I was appointed Professor of Piano at the Conservatoire 
at Moscow, after having been for eight years head master and 
director of the Royal College of Music in Varonej. In both colleges I 
was in the employment of the Government, and I never gave any cause 
for complaint against me. Of this my promotion to the professorship 
at the Conservatory is in itself a proof. During the eighteen months 
of my teaching at the latter institution, [ remained on the best terms 
with the directors, fulfilling my professional duties—-I have every 
reason to suppose——to their satisfaction. But in February, 1890, Mr. 
Shestakovsky-——against whom personally I have nothing to say—-sum- 
moned me to his office and informed me that, to his regret, he was 
unable to retain my services unless I consented to change my religion. 
He explained to me afterwards that he had used his best endeavours 
to prevent the carrying out of the absurd decree against Jews, many 


of his ablest professors as well as many of his best pupils being — 


Jews. But the Government gave no heed to his remonstrances. 
‘He showed to me a letter from the then Governor of Moscow, 
Prince Dolgorouki, in which the Prince reproached Mr. Shestakovsky 
for his zeal on behalf of the “mangy Jews,” who were not worthy 
of anyone’s good opinion, and ought to “be swept out of the country 


with a broom.” The letter was a private one, couched in the frank — 


terms of personal correspondence. I made no copy of it, but I 
ean vouch for its tenour, which I remember only too well. _ 
I had no intention of becoming a renegade to my religion, and 


there was therefore no choice for me but to resign my position. - 
_ This I did, and I left Russia, to which I was sincerely attached ; I _ 


left my numerous friends, very many of whom were born Russians, 
and came with my family to seek a home in this free country, where 
a man’s religion is no obstacle to his working in the profession he 
loves, and where one’s children can grow up and be educated with- 
out being made to feel that they belong to a race of outcasts.—

RUSSIAN INTOLERANCE TOWARDS MAHOMEDANS. 


IN our last issue we gave some particulars as to the attempt of the 
Russian censorship to expunge some verses of the Koran. We then 


Stated that a deputation of: indignant Mussulmans, resident in the 


Russian Empire, was about to proceed to St. Petersburg to lay their 
grievance before the Czar. The following extract from the Times 
gives later particulars of the incident :— 

“Mufti Mahomed Ran Soultanov, the spiritual chief of the 
Mussulmans of Orenbourg, has arrived at St. Petersburg on a 
curious mission. Incredible as it may appear, the Russian censor 
has taken objection to some chapters in the Koran, and has sup- 
pressed them with the same equanimity as if he were dealing with 
obnoxious newspaper articles. The Mahomedan envoy is now going 
to petition the Czar on the subject, with a view of obtaining his 
Majesty’s gracious permission that a few of the fundamental laws of 
his co-religionists’ faith may not be expunged from the editions of 
the Koran allowed to circulate in Russia.” fe 


A recent issue of the Indian Daily News, of Calcutta, comment- 
ing on religious persecution in Russia, makes the following incisive 
remarks :— 

‘‘ Russia certainly leads all the nations that claim to be civilised 
in the matter of religious intolerance. The sufferings of the Jews in 
Russia are notorious. Now the Stundists, or Protestants, are being 


attacked. It is proposed to adopt hard labour and banishment to 


the remotest parts of Siberia as a punishment for enticing Orthodox 
Russians from the rites and ordinances of the established Church. 
Persons suspected of being Stundists will be ineligible for any post 
or employment connected with the village administration and local 
self-government, and will not be allowed to employ anybody belong- 
ing to the Orthodox faith as domestic servants or otherwise. <A 
complete census.of the Stundist population is to precede the carrying 
into effect of this projected law, and all communities of Stundists 
are thereafter to be subject to police supervision performed by a_ 
special body of constables, who will be expected to prevent all 
Orthodox persons from taking part in the Stundist gatherings. 
Thus the Orthodox Government of Holy Russia proposes to intro- 
duce a system of religious boycotting, and (adds the Zimes) it looks 


_ very much like creating a pale of residence for the Stundists as well 


as for the Jews, for it naturally follows that if the Orthodox are to 
be prevented from mixing with the Stundists, the latter will not be 
permitted to foregather and associate with the Orthodox.” 


POLICE TYRANNY IN RUSSIA. 


As instances of the manner in which the law is strained against the 
Israelites under the Czar’s sway, we may quote the following two 
cases that have recently been brought to our notice :— 

The law court of the circuit of Velikia Luki has tried a Jewish 
family, Lieb and Khana Levin, for transgressing section 1171 of the 
Penal Code. According to this statute, Jewish artisans residing 
outside the Pale of Settlement, if they are trading with articles not 
of their own make, are liable to have their goods confiscated, while 
they themselves are ordered back to the Pale. 

Lieb Levin and his wife were committed for trial in’ con- 
sequence of the accusation of the police-inspector (wriadnik) 
that Nikiforova, a peasant’s wife, bought from Khana Levin two 
shawls for fifty kopecks (about a shilling), and paid for them by | 
giving a corresponding amount of linen. Besides, it was alleged 
that Nikiforova gave her two packets of thread to have dyed, and 
promised to pay her also for this in linen. 

It was proved in evidence («) that what had occurred was a 
casual act of friendly barter and not a business transaction at all ; () 
that the police inspector had only pushed the matter to extremes 
because he failed to obtain a large enough bribe. Nevertheless, the 
prisoners were convicted. 

In the second case, the Jew, Hirsh Voichanski, had been com- 
mitted for trial at the law court of the circuit of Velikia Luki, the 
indictment being that although a glazier, he had hired from his 
landlord, Timofei, twenty cows, did not work in his handicraft, “but 
sold butter to the people of the town of Nevel, and that he exchanged 
cheese for bread. 

In this case, too, the charge was proved false by the evidence of 
Timofei himself and of other witnesses. But the prisoner was found 


guilty, his goods confiscated, and he himself expelled. 


THE Times says:—“ The persecution of the Jews in Russia has 
been so prejudicial to trade that a movement has been lately started 
among the Christian merchants of the great provincial cities to send 
petitions to the Government with a view to relieving the more 
respectable classes of Jewish merchants and tradesmen from the 
edicts which have affeeted their poorer co-religionists. The pro- 
vincial governors having been informed of this movement, have 
privately communicated to its promoters that they are labouring in 
vain, seeing that their petitions cannot be officially forwarded to the 
Russian Government.”

THE PERSECUTION OF THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


A RESUME OF THE CHIEF RESTRICTIVE LAWS. 


RESTRICTIONS ON RESIDENCE. 

1. The Jews of Russia have long been compelled—with certain 
exceptions only—to reside either in Poland or in the towns within 
the adjoining provinces known as the “ Pale of Jewish Settlement,” 
but which contain comparatively few towns. — 

9. They may not live within fifty versts (about thirty-three 
miles) of the frontier. The effect is to prevent them carrying on 
trade with neighbouring countries. 

EXPULSIONS FROM VILLAGES. | 

3. Under the May Laws, which prohibit Jews from settling 
‘outside of cities and towns,” those settled in villages since May, 
1882, are expelled therefrom, and driven into the overcrowded towns 
of the Pale. 

4. Under certain decisions of the Senate, Jews settled in villages 
ixefore May, 1882, have the right of remaining there, but only pro- 
vided they do not move therefrom. Many have been driven out 
‘who had settled there before because their names had not been 

inseribed as villagers, or because they had temporarily left the 
village, in some cases to perform their military duty. 


5, Suburbs of towns and small towns have been in many cases 
declared villages, and the Jews have been expelled therefrom. 


6. Under the May Laws, Jews are prohibited from owning or 
holding on lease, or even managing, land; nor can they take a 
mortgage of land. Those, therefore, who have the right to remain 
villagers, in consequence of settlement before 1882, cannot find a 
livelihood, and must migrate to the overcrowded towns of the Pale. 

EXPULSIONS. | 

7. Until lately Jews of all classes were allowed to reside in the 
Grand-Duchy of Finland and in Courland. This year all who were 
pot artisans or merchants of the First Guild have been expelled 
and driven into the Paie. 

8. Jews have lately been also expelled in large numbers from 
certain important commercial centres outside the Pale, such as 
Rostoff on the Don, Tomsk in Siberia, and other towns, where, for 
commercial reasons, they had hitherto been allowed to settle ; also 
from the Transcaspian provinces, and from Batoum and _ other 
Asiatic places formerly owned by Turkey. 

9. In all these cases of expulsion the Jews have to find the means 


- of removal by selling off their goods and chattels, as they cannot collect 


«lebts when they are known to be under orders to leave. If they 
then are unable to find money enough to pay for removal, they are 
forwarded to the Pale of Settlement, however distant that may be, 


‘by élape, v.¢., in chains, by the side of condemned criminals, and - 


under the guard of prison warders. Jewesses are, however, allowed 
to remain if they will apply for a yellow ticket and become enrolled 
as prostitutes. 

10. The result of all these expulsions is not only to deprive of 
their livelihood the persons expelled, but also to injure the original 
anhabitants of the towns of the Pale, who have to sustain the 


competition of the new arrivals, to incur the burden of a crowd of 


pauperised people, and to find for them house-space within limits 
that were already too contracted. 


11. Besides expulsions from Russia proper into the Jewish Pale, 


-a very large number of expulsions of foreign Jews have taken place, 


not only from Russia proper, but from the Pale itself. Any Jew 
unable to prove the place of his birth may be prosecuted, and, as 
‘vegistration was formerly a lax institution in Russia, prosecutions 
-and expulsions of Jews, as alien vagrants, or as rogues and vagabonds 
are of no rare occurrence. 

RESTRICTIONS ON EDUCATION. 

12. The attainment by a Jew of the highest degree in any 
University Faculty entitles him to the privilege of residing outside 
the Pale. A large number of Jews have hitherto been candidates 
for University distinctions ; but recent laws have limited admissions 
not only to the U niveraities but to the Gymnasia, the proportion 
fixed being 10 per cent. in the Pale, 5 per cent. outside it, and 3 per 


cent. in St. Petersburg and Moscow. The Jews are not allowed — 


schools of their own. In the special technical schools built and 


endowed by certain rich Jews, the proportion of Jews admitted is 
limited just as if they had been established by the Government. 


13. Jewish children attending the public schools are required to 
he present on the Jewish Sabbath. 


ARTISANS’ PRIVILEGES RESCINDED. | 

14. Skilled artisans and their families have hitherto been allowed 
to reside outside the Pale of Settlement. Under recent rules, jg 
Jewish artisans residing in Russia proper are found inefficient ip 
their trade, or not actually in work, or past work by reason of age, 
they are expelled. 

- 15. Skilled artisans, who formerly held the right of permanent 
residence in Moscow and St. Petersburg, have lately been deprived 
of that right by an arbitrary and summary administrative order. 

16. The definition of “skilled artisan” has been contracted for 
the purpose of excluding Jews. It has lately been declared that 
bakers, vinegar-makers, glaziers, printers’ compositors, and other 
workers in light occupations, are not artisans, and Jews carrying on 
these trades have been expelled from towns in Russia proper. 


| RESTRICTIONS ON OCCUPATIONS. 

17. Jews are not allowed to sell intoxicants except in houses 
which they own. Jewish waiters may be employed only by Jews. 

18. Jews are not allowed to engage in any mining industry, or 
to hold mining shares, or to act as agents for —_ engaged i in 
mining. 

19. Those Jews who, as high graduates of a University, or as 
merchants of the First Guild (men paying at least 1,000 roubles 
taxation annually), are allowed to reside outside the Pale, may have 
no more than two Jewish employés in their service. . (A privileged 
Jew, who wishes his aged parents to reside with him outside the 
Pale, frequently registers the one as his valet and the other as his 


cook. ) 


20. Jews are prohibited from forwarding goods, ‘as agents or 
employés, from frontier custom-houses to localities outside the Pale. 


PROFESSIONS AND PUBLIC APPOINTMENTS CLOSED. 

21. Jews are not allowed to occupy any Government or public 
appointment. They have accordingly been dismissed from railway 
and post-office service, from the posts of schoolmasters, and from 
notarial offices. They may no longer be appointed doctors, or even 
veterinary surgeons, in the army. No Jew may become an advocate, 
though fully qualified by examination, without the special ‘sanction 
of the Minister of the Interior, which has not once been given. No 
dentist or apothecary of Jewish extraction is to receive a licence to 
practise. No Jew may become an officer in the army, though bound 
to serve in the rank and file, like all other Russians. The penalty 
of evading military service is higher for the Jew than for others. 
No ~ ew may serve in the navy. 

. No Jew may be elected Mayor, Councillor, or Police Magis- 
ae nor may hold any other town office. The law says “The 
duties of judges cannot be entrusted to Jews with convenience 


or decency.” 


_ SPECIAL TAXES ON FOOD, ETC. 

23. There is a special tax called the “box tax,” levied on the 
animals killed according to Jewish ritual law—a tax payable on the 
slaughter of the animal, and another on its retail sale. There are 


also special taxes on house property owned by Jews, on business . 


profits of Jews, on the skull-caps used by Jews during domestic 
prayer, and on the Sabbath candles used by Jews. 
DIRECT RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION. 

24. Jews on reaching their fourteenth year may be received into 
the Orthodox Church, notwithstanding the objection of their parents. 
All Jews, on conversion, receive from the State a considerable 
subvention, and are thenceforth free from all disqualifications. 

25. Synagogues are only allowed in places where there are no 
fewer than eighty Jewish houses. Jews holding divine worship im 
their houses without official permission are punished by law. 


ALIENATED AND BLACKMAILED. 

26. The Russian law declares all Jews ‘to be aliens whose 
several rights are regulated by special ordinances.” This law and 
the mass of special ordinances cause the Jews to be regarded as 4 
pariah caste. 

27. The minute legal restrictions which hem in every action of 
the Jew, and compel him to obtain police sanction for everything 
he requires to do, renders him a ready subject for blackmail, and he 
can only live by bribing. The poverty of the bulk of the Jews has 
now reached that stage where bribery is impossible. Hence these 
restrictive laws are now enforced with all possible rigour.

KUENEN: A LESSON FROM SAADIAH. 

Tux birth of the Gaon Saapiau, whose millenary will be celebrated in 1892, 
and the death of Prof. Kuzxey, which occurred last week, are thus divided 
by an interval of ten centuries. And yet, the world moves so very slowly, 
despite the show of change and hurry, that we are now occupied with much 
the same problems as those that perplexed our remote ancestors. But the 
new and the old problems present themselves under very different aspects. 
Saavik found the Karaites questioning the traditional explanation of the 
Law, Kvzsew and other modern critics are questioning its authenticity and 
unity. Thus the problem of Karaism was in essence less fundamental than 
the newer onslaught. But there are points of parallel as well as of contrast 
in the attitude in which the problems were approached, from which we may 
draw some very necessary lessons for our own immediate guidance. 

In the first place comes the contrast in attitude. Saapian did not 
shirk the controversy. If Karaism failed to draw Judaism into its cold and 
mortifying grasp, the rescue was due in large measure to Saapian’s bold 
and vigorous measures. He met and conquered Karaism wherever 
and whenever it showed its front. He did not content himself

with replies er cathedré, and in point of fact he declined rerbal 
dispute ; if he replied to the Karaites, his answers were for all men to 
read and weigh. . Now, this was surely the right policy. Suppose 
Saapian had said: “ Karaism is heretical, no true Jew accepts it; if 
any misguided ignoramuses are weak enough to be ensnared in the net 
spread by wily reformera and enemies of religion, it is not my business 
to save them from their own folly.” Had he and other Rabbanites argued 
thus, Judaism would not have emerged unscathed from the danger. We 
appeal to the inspiring example of the Giaor when we warn our leaders 
of to-day against the hazard, nay the [utility of ignoring modern doubts. 
As the Chief Rabbi well said, on the occasion of Dr. Friedlander’s able 
lecture on Saapian, on Sunday last, we sadly need a modern Saaptan, who 
shall from the traditional stand-point examine and if possible refute the 
attacks made on religion from two sides, from the side of literary criticism 
and from the side of physical science. But it is not the rigidly orthodox 
Jews who are alone to blame for this neglect. The same fatal policy is 
pursued by those who have more or less accepted the destructive criticism of 
the Bible and yet feel themselves as conscious of a belief in God, as confident 
of the mission of Israel, as sure of the permanence and future usefulness of 
Judaism, as were the most believing of believers in the past. They, too, 
must come forth and find a spokesman who like Saapian shall reconcile 
their new philosophy with their old creed. We—and we must include our 
Christian brethren too—we need candour. Saapian and KvuENEeN were 
equally outspoken, equally fearless, equally truth-seeking. At the present 
moment the “ outspokenness” is almost’ entirely confined to the party of 


criticism. The defenders of the citadel of religion hide themselves behind 


the walls, until their silence makes it wrongly seem as though the fortress 
had been unconditionally surrendered, or at least abandoned. 

So far, for our contrast. The parallel iseven more obvious. It is no 
discredit to Judaism that it never developed a religious philosophy from 
within. To paganism, philosophy was a necessity. It supplied the unifying 
principle which polytheism so badly needed. Monotheism was itself a 


unifying principle, and hence bad no room for a native philosophy of reli- 


gion. But Judaism did not lose, it gained by Saapian’s introduction into 


| it of Greek philosophy. This he did on the impulse of Mohammedans, just 


as Bible criticism, as then understood, was adopted by the Rabbanites in 
imitation of the Karaites, and in order to meet them on common ground. 
Karaism was thus no unmixed evil ; it brought the Jews back to the study 
of Scripture. So, to-day, the interpretation of the Bible will be furthered 
by the brilliant light of inquiry that has been thrown on it. Thus, just as 
the Karaites induced Rabbanite Jews like Saapian to turn again to. the 
Bible which they had long neglected, the antagonistic labours of KuENEN and 
others of his own or of different schools, will inevitably induce modern Jews 
again to show their appreciaton of that immortal heritage, by studying it with 
fervent piety and judicious impartiality. KuzNEN was no Jew-hater ; sad 
and strange would it have been had we been compelled to stigmatise as an 
anti-Semite the man who has raised Dutch fame for scholarship out of the 
dust of a century, a man who was the brightest modern star in the country 
of Spinoza, the country which first gave an asylum to Jews amid the persecu- 
tions of medizval Europe. With opposite motives, but with the same loving 
industry, Kuzngn and Saapiau pondered the Law day and night; “ when 
sitting in the house, when lying down, whenrising up.” Saapiau re-learnt 
this old Jewish lesson from the enemies of Rabbinism ; let us gratefully 
learn it again from the antagonists of inspiration. Thus out of destruction, 
construction may spring ; for Judaism, founded on an immovable basis of 
morality, of trast in Gop, and in His revealed Providence, shall never for 
long want its Saapiaus who will in different language and in varying terms 
justify their religion and prove its enduring responsiveness to the yearnings 
of the human heart. | 


JEWS’ COLLEGE AND ELEMENTARY TEACHERS. 


At a meeting of the Council of Jews’ College held on Wednesday evening, 
it was resolved—at the instance of Mr. Abraham Levy, Head Master of the Old 
Castle Street School, with the cordial co-operation of Dr. Fried!ander, Principal 
of Jews’ College—to give special facilities to Jewish teachers attending the Day 
Training Classes of King’s College (or other Day Training Classes) to join 
suitable classes at Jews’ College, with the object of their being also trained for 


_ the efficient teaching of Hebrew under the Chief Rabbi's Code. 


GREAT SYNAGOGUE.—It has now been definitely arranged that a Choral 
Service shall be held on the Sunday in Chanukah, at the Great Synagogue.

Srr—lI have read the remarks of Mr.S. G. Asher, which you consider re- 
quire an answer. Individually I should have said that neither their tone nor 
their substance ought to induce the Executive of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association to depart from the wholesome rule of. avoiding public controversy.

this philanthropic work ? They hold, as hold, thataslongas the duty is performed, 
not for the glorification of any single man orany section of men but in obedience to 
the divine principles of our faith, it is not well that our time and your space 
should be wasted on futile discussions as to the merits of individual effort, or 


the share of credit to be allotted to different public bodies, all working for the 
public good.

VOTING ON SABBATH AND * THE JEWISH RELIGION” 
| TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” , 

Sir,—In the Jewish Chronicle of last week Mr. Claude G. Montefiore asks 
whether the Ecclesiastical Authorities would not see their way to allow the 
Jewish voter to exercise his duty asa citizen on Saturday, March 5th, 
spite of the usual prohibition against writing on Sabbath, and in support. quotes 
the following passages from my book :— 

* We must falfil all those duties which devolve upon all citizens alike—peh 
as miltary service in countries that have general conscription—although soch 
obedience may carry with it a breach of some of the laws of our religion” 
(p. 311). 

“ Evasion and desertion of all national duties and obligations is a serious 
offence against our Holy Law.” (Jbid.) | 

The quotations are correct, and I wish that every Jew might have, like the 
author of the Jewish Religion, these principles inscribed on the tablet of his 
heart, and act accordingly. At the same time, however, [ wish that other prin- 
ciples taughtin the book be equally respected. Neither the Ecclesiastical Autho- 
rities nor the legislators of the country can abrogate any of the divine laws or per- 
mit anything that is prohibited. (See pp. 139, 212, 454). In cases of a conflict 
between our duties as citizens and our duties as Jews, when the former cannot 
be fulfilled without breaking the latter, and by neglecting the former we should 
become traitors to the highest interests of the State, then, and then only, is it ou 
duty to break a religious precept in order to obey the laws of the country. And 
even in such cases the divine law is not entirely suspended ; for we are bound to 
actin accordance with the precepts of our holy religion as far as compatible 
with the fulfilment of our obligations as citizens. With regard to the elections 
on the 5th of March, 1892, it is to be borne in mind that no Jew will, in the per- 
formance of his duty asa citizen, be compelled in any way to break the law ot 
Sabbath, as he can vote after the close of Sabbath. Besides, no citizen is com- 
pelled to vote,and if he does not vote, itis not a question of high treason, as 1 
is in the instance of miliary service quoted in the book.

RAILWAY FROM JAFFA TO JERUSALEM—THE RUSSIAN 
JEWS’ EMIGRATION FUND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir,—I have received by telegraph intelligence that on the 4th instant, 
28? miles out of the 54 miles between Jaffa and Jerusalem were opened, and the 
event was celebrated by a banquet at Jaffa the same evening, at which all the 
passengers were present and likewise several French and Turkish notabilities. 
Its history will-serve as a useful lesson, not only to the Jews in England, but also 
to the Protestants of the United Kingdom, whether considered in a financial, 
political, or religious point of view. ‘Through enormous energy and perseverance 
for a considerable time, Mr. Nabon, a coreligionist, obtained a firman for this 
valuable concession more than three years ago, but was unable to do anything 
with it, as no J ewish syndicate in any part of Europe would entertain it for a 


| moment, in a financial point of view, no Government in a political point of view, 


r any Jewish or Protestant capitalists from a religious point of view. At last- 
money was found in some quarter or the other to the amount of £160,000 by the 
issue of 8,000 shares of £20 each, which were taken up it is said by parties 
interested in seeing, from a financial point of view, the concession carried 
out.

Will it be credited that their first undertaking was to 

launch the above railway by offering to the British and French public 18,49), 
debentures of £20 each—£360,000. With the total £520,000 the contractors have 

agréed to finish the line by May or June of next year, and there is little doubt 

that they will do so, being a responsible Association with a large paid-up capital. 
There are all manner of rumours afloat at Paris regarding the reasons which in 

duced the Catholic Bank to take up this undertaking. Some say two prominent 
Governments, now in close alliance, are backing it from political motives, but 
the belief in inspired quarters is that ultra-Orthodox Catholics aided the under- 
taking with the view of making Jerusalem annually the resort of tens of thon- 
sands of Pilgrims, besides the great influence they will be able to exercise in 

future over the inhabitants of hitherto a barren region. Who can foretell the 

results that will follow the blessing of a railway, although some may consider it 

a revolution in a venerated land since the Biblical epoch. 

Why should not the soil again be made fertile? Why should not the land 
again produce mineral wealth like Australia and South Africa? I believe it 
will very shortly. I should have been better pleased I own, had this undertaking 
been carried out by Protestant or Jewish capital either in London or Berlin. I 
am quite sure that we could learn many a lesson from Germany. I need only 
cite the case of the poor Jewish Russian emigrants and the admirable practical 
arrangements made both there and in the United States for the relief of suffer- 
ing humanity. 


What has been done in England and France for the last six months? Up 
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to the Day of Atonement nothing but talk, and since then £76,009 has been col- 
lected in England and a miserable sum of £10,000 in France by the Alliance 
Universelle members. These two sums were collected without any practical 


scheme as to how the money was to be expended, till by a fortuitous drift Rev_. 


Mr. Singer went to the Conference in Germany, and now a few thousands have 
been sent there. Eighty thousand is a cheap price to pay by Linglish Jews for 
keeping, since May, their unfortunate Russian'coreligionists out of England. I 
think some of the money ought to have been sent to Jaffa for them, from 
whence the accounts are deplorable, and I sent in August, and continue to send, 
yarious sums there, instead of contributing to the General Fund, whose managers 
have no definite policy.

THE ORGAN AT THE GREAT SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—Will you kindly grant me space to arraign the conduct of Mr. Rosen- 
feld before the bar of public opinion. Your impression of Cheshvan 26th con- 
tained anote that a special service would be heldat the Great Synagogue during 
Chanukah, with instrumental music. Thereupon I addressed a memorial to the 
Chief Rabbi, wherein I argued all issues drifted at, legal and sacerdotal. I 
sketched a résumé of all the Dinim, and hinted that he possesses no power by the 
Din and the United Synagogues’ Act to permit instrumental music at the Great 
Synagogue, or to introduce any liturgical reform. Also that the Machsikey 
Hadath will raise a war cry, that they are not bound totrustthe Shechitah of the 
Rav, who allows music at a synagogue. I requested the Rav to in‘erdict this 
musical service. The Chief Rabbi replied ; but as his answer is marked ™ pri- 
vate,” I forbear to publish it. Then the Secretary of the Great Synagogue cir- 
culated, Kislev 3rd, one sentence of the Chief Rabbi's letter to Mr. Rosenfeld 
among the Synagogue Ratepayers, asking their votes. aye or nay, for a special 
musical service. Thereupon I wrote to Lord Rothschild, 7’, the Chief Rabbi, 
and Mr. Rosenfeld, demanding from the two latter gentlemen a copy ver- 
batim et literatim of the whole correspondence. I pointed out to the Rav the 
discrepancy between his letter and that of the Secretary. The clerk of Mr. 
Rosenfeld answered that he is out of town. The Chief Rabbi forwarded me a 
verbatim copy marked “ private,’ consequently I refrain from publishing it. 
However, having regard how grave the situation is, and the shortness of time 
till Chanukah, and that the reply of the Chief Rabbi of November 25th is one 
folio page, [ demonstrate emphatically that the sentence which Mr. Rosenfeld 
culled and circulated does not represent the tenour of the whole letter, and is 
irreconcilable with the impression produced by perusing the document entirely. 
Also that the purport of Mr. Rosenfeld’s rejoinder of November 26th is incom- 
patible with the circular of the Secretary. How could Mr. Rosenfeld, one of 
the most amiable and papaya Wardens that ever sat in the Parnass Box 
of the Great Synagogue, act in this manner ? As Mr. Rosenfeld is out of town, 
it would be abortive tocorrespond,with him, therefore I call hereby publicly 
upon Mr. Rosenfeld to circulate among the Great Synagogue ratepayers a ver- 


-batim copy of the correspondenee of November 25th and 26th between the Chief 


Rabbi and himself, and to ask the members’ votes thereupon, aye or nay, for 
the service, also to publish in the Jewish press all the votes, aye or nay, with 
the name of every voter. If Mr. Rosenfeld declines to accede to this very 
moderate request, that would arouse a grave suspicion against the stratagem 
devised to introduce aregular Organ Service at the.Parent Synagogue. Espe- 
cially as I refer to my letter in the Jewish Chronicle of first Tebeth,5651, that Mr. 
Rosenfeld beheld this ancient fane was overcrowded last year, anda great many 
children were present, without any musical performance.

A meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday event 
last at the New Synagogue Chambers, Great St. Helens. There were present 
Mr. Bexsamin L. Conen in the chair; Messrs. L. Alexander, H y 
Abrahams, David Benjamin, Leonard L. Cohen, C. S. Davis, Lewis Emanuel . 
A. Isaacs, H. Landau, A. Rosenfeld, Stuart M. Samuel, and I. Seligman, * 

The CHAIRMAN said that he was sorry that illness of a rather dangeroy 
character had broken out at 15, Devonshire Square. Four of Mr. Stephan ", 
children were suffering from scarlatina; they had been removed to the i. 
Hospital at Islington, and the clothing which had been collected by Mrs, Spiel- 
man had been removed to the work-rooms, so the community need _ have no fear 
of infection. He was pleased to say that the organisation for Jewish nurses 
among the poor had been established in a small way. Three nurses had been at 
work since 11th November last, but as far as any positive connection with the 
Board the arrangements had only been in operation about a fortnight, The 
doctors in the vicinity were supplied with postcards, on one side of which would 
he the address of the Secretary of the Board and on the other a form to be 
filled in giving the name and address of the patient to whom a nurse was to be 
sent, and stating the character of the illness, also the treatment which he pre. 
scribed. At present they had only three nurses, but they hoped to extend the 
movement. He hoped that it would so commend itself to the communty, that 
they would come foward with the extra assistance, without which it was quite 
certain the arrangement could not be continued and assuredly could not be 
extended. He felt certain that help would not be withheld from such a usefy] 
merciful and charitable undertaking. 

An application from the Ladies’ Conjoint Visiting Committee for a grant of 
£50, was acceded to. 

A letter was read from the Collector resigning his position. It was resolved 


» that the resignation be accepted, and it was decided to leave to the Executive 


Committee the appointment of a new collector. 

The Board sanctioned the investment of the following donation ip 
memoriam :—* In memory of the late Mrs. Sutro,” £21. 

The PrestpENT said that the financial statement showed a decrease of over 
£1,400 in the funds of the Board, which was not a brilliant prospect in view of 
the strain that was expected during the coming winter and by increased 
expenditure. The zeal of the staff was unbounded, the arrangements all that 
could be desired, so that all that was wanted was fuel to keep the machinery in 
motion.
